In our March issue we dwelt on the 
value of utilizing Good Friday and 
‘aster, as they came round in the 
ecclesiastical calendar, for 
sermons and addresses on 
the great doctrines of the 
atonement and the resur- 
rection to which they gave 
the historic foundation. 

In this same way we would now speak 
ol the doctrine of the Holy Spirit, an 

‘casion for enlarging upon which grows 
cut of the commemoration of the Day of 
\'entecost which takes place this month. 

This doctrine, like the others named, 
is sinfully neglected in our ministry. 
‘any Christians fail to recognize the 
personality of the third person of the 
frinity, and thus by their ignorance 
lishonor Him and rob themselves of 
‘ndreamt spiritual power.

ing in the believer is not understood 
nor appreciated, and hence, the need 
of, and the power for personal holiness, 
do not sensibly impress us. 

A failure to clearly grasp the scriptural 
teaching of ‘‘the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit,’”’ has led to all sorts of vagaries in- 
cluding those associated with ‘‘speaking 


with tongues.” 


And last, but not least, a misunder- 
standing of Christ’s prayer that we all 
‘‘may be one,’’ and of Paul’s exhortation 
as to ‘‘the unity of the Spirit,’’ is account- 
able for much erroneous teaching and 
practice in our time on the popular 
subject of church union and so-called 
social service. 

Get hold of some good reading on this 
subject, brethren. The older theologians 
are commonly safer and abler than the 
moderns. The religious cyclopedias and 
the treatises on divinity that our fathers 
read and studied need to be brought to 
the front again. Pastors who have stored 
them away on the top shelves, or poked 
them into the corners of their bookcases, 
will find them ‘‘as life from the dead”’ 
if they honor them once more. 

There is a work on the Holy Spirit by 
that profound theologian of the seven- 
teenthcentury, John Owen, which has been 
the thesaurus upon which all the later 
writers on the theme have drawn ever 
since. It can be purchased in a second- 


hand bookshop probably, for twenty-: 


five or fifty cents, but we would not sell 
our copy if we could not obtain another, 
for one hundred dollars in gold. 

Smaller and more accessible books, 
as well as more easily read, are The 
Holy Spirit of God, by Griffith Thomas; 
Through the Eternal Spirit, by Cummings; 
The Spirit of Christ, Murray; The Baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, Scroggie; He That Is 
Spiritual, Chafer; The Two-Fold Life, 
A. J. Gordon, and The Three-Fold Secret 
of the Holy Spirit, McConkey. 

Any of these books can be obtained 
through the denominational bookstores, 
or by addressing the Bible Institute 
Colportage Association, -822 No. LaSalle 
St., Chicago, whose profits go back into 
Christian work. 

The last named concern has published 
a pamphlet by the editor-in-chief of this 
MONTHLY entitled, The Holy Spirit and 
the Believer, the cost of which is only 
two cents, and of which during this month 
of May, any pastor, or missionary, may 
have a copy postpaid, for the asking.

D. D., spent some months in China’ 
visiting the missionary stations and ~ 
addressing the confer- 
ences of missionaries, and 
since his return he has 
given some _ addresses 
covering his experiences

there. 

One of these was given at Founder’s 
Week Conference last February, under 
the auspices of the Moody Bible Institute, 
brief extracts from which have been 
published in various places and have in 
some instances called forth adverse criti- 
cism. The criticism has included the 
Moody Bible Institute in one or two cases. 

For these reasons it has been deemed 
wise to publish the address in full, which 
will be found on another page in the pres- 
ent issue. 

Why its honored and able author 
should be seriously criticised, we cannot 
see, for, in principle, he said nothing which 
has not been common report in this coun- 
try for a decade it least. 

Only this week seven unsolicited con- 
firmations of what he said have reached 
our Office. Four of these were from 
active missionaries abroad and on fur- 
lough, one from a returned missionary, 
one from a father of two missionaries, 
and one from a traveler recently returned 
from the Far East. 

With sorrow and alarm they testify 
to what they believe to be an increasing 
number of missionaries who are taking 
the modernistic point of view, and when 
they see them denying the fundamentals 
of the gospel, is it unnatural for them to 
speak of them as unconverted? 

From a letter of one of our missionary 
informants we quote the following as 
part of a conversation he held with an- 
other missionary, in which the latter said 
in reply to his queries: 

“The Bible is not infallible.” 

“*T teach it, not because it is God’s Word 
but because it is the best we have.”’ 

“There are certain parts of the Bible 
I would take out, as for instance certain 
Psalms. I would exclude the 137th 
Psalm because it does not have as high 
a standard as we have today. There are 
other passages I would exclude.” 

“The ethics of the Old Testament are 
far below what we have today.” 

“‘The Genesis accounts of the creation 
are not inspired.” 

“The term ‘inspired’ does not imply 
the miraculous. Men were not told to 
write nor dictated to by the Holy Spirit 
but wrote as men do today who have dis- 
covered some new thought that has not 
been expressed by another.” 
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“Anything that a man does that is 
right is inspired.” 

“T read Victor Hugo, not because I 
believe all he says, nor agree with him in 
everything, but because he says ‘some 
very good things. I believe the Bible the 
same way.” 


Within a few months, some Chinese 
students in the University of Chicago 
sent out a questionnaire to Christian 
leaders through the country, asking if 
they really believe the religion they pro- 
fess, and to what degree, or in what way, 
it is superior to their own religion. 

It is not surprising that they should ask 
such questions in the light of all they 
hear, and read, and are taught about 
Christianity, which is not true. 

In this same atmosphere of untruth not 
afew of the younger generation of our 
missionaries have been trained, and there- 
fore it would be a miracle if-Dr. Thomas’ 
report of the “‘Fundamentals in China” 
should have been opposite to what it is. 

May it humble us, and stir us to in- 
vestigation and the consideration of our 
ways before it is too late.

Among the informational material 
recently sent us by the Federal Council 
of the Churches is an article on this sub- 

ject intended to offset 
**Social Ideals recent attacks upon 
of the the Y. W. C. A. and 
Churches’’ similar organizations, 

for their activities in 
that line. The attacks in mind, presum- 
ably, include the criticisms of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation and such period- 
icals as Industry, of Washington, D. C., 
and the Manufacturer’s Record, of Balti- 
more. 

But we do not understand these criti- 
cisms to be leveled at the innocent and 
righteous things mentioned in this article, 
as to the value and justice of which all 
good people are agreed, not to say good 
Christians, but at the spirit and method 
shown by some of these organizations in 
seeking to bring them to pass. The 
criticisms concern their unfairness toward 
capital and industrial management, and 
the socialistic affiliations which they 
encourage. 

Our own opinion is that if the cost and 
energy put into the promulgation of 
these ‘‘social ideals’ and ‘‘social creeds” 
by the Federal Council were applied in 
another direction, the object would be 
attained more quickly, and under happier 
conditions and with more lasting results. 
What we mean is that the Federal Coun- 
cil should bring all its guns to bear first, 
last,andall the time, upon the real enemy 
of mankind including all classes, which 
enemy is sin. 

And the ‘‘guns”’ we are thinking of is 
the demonstration of the divinity, and 
hence the supreme and absolute authority, 
of the Bible as the Word of God. Let 
this influential organization which, as it 

says, represents all the churches, thunder 
out its testimony to the real thing for 
which the Church was purchased by the 
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blood of Christ, and for which He has ] 
it as His body on the earth. 

Let it tell men, employer and emplo 
alike, that there is a ‘‘Thus saith the 
Lord”’ to which they are bound to listen 
Let it tell them that they are eternally 
lost without Christ, and let it tell them 
what ‘‘lost’’ means. Let it tell them that 
there is a Judge to whom every one must 
give account of himself. Let it point out 
the way of salvation through faith in 
Christ’s atoning sacrifice and not by their 
own works, and let it show them that 
evidence of their salvation is not outward 
profession of anything, but that conf 
sion of the Saviour which, by the Holy 
Spirit, begets a righteous life.

ANT to carry on the thought of 
the Bible in relation to those funda- 
mental questions we have been con- 
‘dering together, and the practical 
application I will make this morning is 
almost entirely based upon my experi- 
ences in China during the time I was 
there 
is difficult to talk about China. 
A missionary once was asked to give 
“some bottom facts about China.’’ He 
answered that there are no facts and there 
is no bottom. They say that if you 
have been in China for five or six months 
you can write a book, but if you have 
been there about ten years, you cannot. 

There are four or five faiths in China. 
There is Confucianism, which has had a 
marvelous influence for 2500 years. It is 
only comparatively recently that any- 
thing like worship has been associated 
with Confucianism, because Confucius 
never claimed that he was more than a 
man. There is no power as a religion in 
it, but there are wonderful ethical in- 
fluences that permeate the life of China. 

Then there is what is called Taoism, 
which is almost a fetish worship, being 
concerned with low and unworthy ideals 
and ideas, but it is influential among a 
certain class. 

There is also Buddhism, which often 
goes together with Taoism, one at births 
and the other at funerals. 

In theory there is a great deal to be said 
for Buddhism, but in practice very little. 
A revival is going on among the Budd- 
hists, and for the past three or four years 
the scholars have been endeavoring to 
revive it. But missionaries say that 
whatever may be true in its theory, you 
have only to live in the mission stations 
to see the resujts of Buddhism in the 
lives of the people. 

Mohammedanism is also in China, and 
has many followers, but it is not a great 
religion there. 

With any of these faiths, the prevalent 
thought is fear, and the endeavor to 
avert evil consequences. 

Just outside one city is a temple; it is 
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boulevard link will one day 
rival the famous beauty 
spots of the Old World, 
according to an announce- 
ment just put forth by the Chicago 
Plan Commission.

Fundamentals in China 


By Rev. W. H. Griffith Thomas, D. D. 


An Address at Founder's Weel: Conference, Chicago 


called the ‘‘Bedbug’’ Temple, and the 
reason is that since the bedbug is an un- 
comfortable insect, the best way to avert 
the consequences is to erect a temple in 
its name, in the hope that somehow its 
depredations at night will be averted. 
This is an illustration of how the Chinese 
view religion. 

Before almost every door is a blank 
wall to prevent the spirits from coming 
in, for as the spirits are said always to go 
in a straight line, thev come to this wall 
and then are turned aside. It is some- 
times called a spirit-wall, and is found in 
practically every Chinese village and 
town where there are people of a partic- 
ular class. 

The other faith is Christianity. Some 
one going to China asked the captain of 
the vessel whether there were any mis- 
sionaries in Shanghai. 

“Ves,’’ he answered, 
infested with them!”’ 

Seven thousand missionaries are living 
in China and living a truly heroic life. 
I wish I could pass on the impression 
formed upon my mind, and give you an 
idea of the admiration, respect and honor 
I feel. Before I left home, I thought I 
knew a little about missions and realized 
something of what they had to go 
through, but not until we go to the field 
do we really know what their life is. 

I desire to pay my respectful and hearty 
tribute to those missionaries. Many of 
them are physically and spiritually, in 
the midst of great hardships, and yet 
rendering a splendid service. 

I 
THREE WEAKNESSES 


Now after saying this, I want to refer 
to some of the things I have seen in con- 
nection with the Bible. 

First I desire to call attention to three 
weaknesses. You will see how these bear 
upon our own lives, for I do not want to 
“bear false witness against my neighbor” 
by saying that these apply only to the 
Chinese. 

There seemed to me an undue emphasis 
upon education in contrast with evangel-

ization. In Japan there is a fine system 
of education, and educational missionar- 
ies are not so much needed as in China, 
where the same conditions do not obtain. 

But there is a risk of over-emphasizing 
the educational. There are Christian 
institutions where fifty per cent of the 
teaching staff are non-Christian. That 
is risky. Shanghai is the center of all the 
religious societies, and the headquarters of 
all the organizations. There are 284 
missionaries resident there connected 
with the various churches and denomina- 
tions, and yet after making all necessary 
and right allowance for official and ad- 
ministrative work, out of the 284, only 
four are doing solely evangelistic work. 

In Canton there are over one hundred 
missionaries, not one of whom is set apart 
for purely evangelistic work in the city 
itself. 

When Mr. Trumbull and I went to 
Tokyo we were told that it was impossible 
to get meetings in the morning, because 
all the missionaries were engaged in 
school work. In one mission in China 
there are over forty missionaries, and only 
two are engaged in evangelistic work. 

One Out of Twenty-Six 

A friend of mine collected twenty-six 
Chinese graduates of a well-known Chris- 
tian university; twenty-six men who had 
graduated there after four years of study. 
He gave them a dinner, and then thought 
he would find out from them something 
of the nét result of the work and the in- 
fluence of that institution. He found 
that out of the twenty-six, twenty-five 
had gone back into full heathen Chinese 
life, and the president of the institution 
himself, in his last report, has said that 
it isa real problem how to make the teach- 
ing so practical as to keep those people 
Christian. 

If he realizes the problem, then I can- 
not be altogether wrong in calling your 
attention toit. There is not the slightest 
danger if education and evangelization 
go together. If you evangelize and then 
educate by training and giving the best 
possible equipment, you are doing God a 
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great service. But if you educate with- 
out evangelizing, you involve the Chinese 
in real danger. 

To show that I am not incorrect in my 
diagnosis, I would say that I have in my 
possession a letter from a lady who is 
engaged in educational work. She rec- 
ognizes the same things, and this is what 
she writes: ‘‘To see these young fellows 
go out after four years of the finest train- 
ing we can give them in agriculture and 
scien: 2c, and yet without that which, of 
all we can give, is the most important is 
heart breaking.”’ 

Doctor Robert Fitch, himself engaged 
in educational work, asked not long ago 
how it is that in educational and medical 
work, the missions take every precaution 
to get the best quality of teachers, and yet 
allow evangelism to take care of itself. 
I wish that article of his could be repro- 
duced over here, coming as it does from 
one engaged in educational work. 

This is one of the weaknesses. As Dr. 
Dale said yesterday in his address, 
evangelism is the supreme purpose of the 
church and when people are won for 
Christ, we must train them for Christian 
service and evangelism in their turn. 


Too Costly a Union 


The second point I must introduce by 
way of an explanation. I found in China 
wo parties of missionaries, decidedly and 
definitely divided—the conservative and 
the higher critical or modernistic. 

There is in China, among a certain class 
of missionaries, a great tendency to con- 
cession. There are six or seven union 
educational institutions where mission- 
aries of different denominations combine, 
and nearly, if not quite all, those institu- 
tions are based upon a concessive view of 
Christianity which practically amounts to 
modernism. 

For a long time I have been in favor of 
union among God’s people, but from my 
experience in China I believe it is possible 
to pay too high a price for it, for we must 
never have union at the expense of truth. 

Not a few are preaching and teaching 
social service in such a way as to suggest 
that this is the gospel. 

Some women, went over to China from 
America not long ago, representing var- 
ious women’s mission boards, and they 
proposed that the word ‘evangelist’ 
should be dropped. They said that in 
America ‘‘evangelist’’ was associated 
with men like Moody, and Torrey, and 
Chapman, and they proposed instead to 
use the phrase “‘social evangelist.” 

But a worker pointed out that it was 
impossible to make the change, because 
the word ‘‘social’’ has an entirely different 
meaning in China, 

Another idea was that the workers in 
China should take care not to upset the 
faith of young women by teaching them 
about ‘‘hell’’ which ‘(these ladies said) 
is not believed in America. 

I am sorry to say that the trouble has 
gone far beyond concession. There have 
been proposals to translate into Chinese 
that deplorable book called the Shorter 
Bible. The Y. M. C. A. proposed it, 
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and it was rejected. The Y. W.C.A. 
proposed it and again it was rejected, but 
there is still expectation and fear among 
some of the missionaries that even now 
they will have a translation of the book 
into Chinese. 

You see how dangerous it is to concede 
anything that has to do with the essential 
fundamental truths of the Bible and 
Christianity. 


American Seminaries Blamed 


Now I come to my third point. I found 
in China a great deal of definite, higher 
critical, modernistic teaching. 

This teaching was concerned with the 
Bible, and of course when you teach the 
Bible along modernistic lines, it affects 
everything in the Bible itself, because it 
affects your conception of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

I found this in almost every piace I 
went, side by side with the concessive 
spirit. 

I tried to find out how it came about, 
and was told that it was due to the kind of 
men sent out from American seminaries. 
One missionary said that there are three 
seminaries in America which together are 
sending out more men than all the others 
put together. I do not know whether this 
is true, but he found himself in one of 
these institutions; and while he studied 
there he heard such things that he had to 
go to a rescue mission to ‘‘work it off.” 

The trouble is that the missionaries 
have been told for years that all the 
scholarship is on the modernistic side; 
that there is no scholarship on the con- 
servative side. 

And this has been said to them so often 
that I fancy some have almost come to 
believe it. It reminds me of the author of 
Alice in Wonderland who makes one of 
his characters say, ‘‘What I tell you three 
times is true.” 

But when some of the missionaries 
found out that there is something to be 
said on our side, it was a joy to them and 
a real privilege to me to be able to tell 
them that all the scholars do not Kold 
the critical position. But some of those 
who had been saying this were annoyed, 
and showed it in various ways. 

An important point is this: several of 
the workers I found could not answer the 
critical objections, though in their heart 
of hearts they felt that the conservatives 
were right. 

I was told by one that there was sit- 
ting next to her a missionary who was so 
delighted with what she heard that she 
could hardly be restrained from shouting, 
“Hallelujah!” 

They were encouraged and cheeved to 
find that all the scholarship is not on the 
critical side, but that some of it is con- 
servative. 

I found a number of them who did not 
know anything about works of Dr. 
M. G. Kyle, the archeologist, and so I 
recommended his books and was glad to 
do so. 

I met in Shanghai a scholar engaged in 
translation work, and I gave him the 
names of four or five books of which he 


knew nothing and yet he is one of the 
leading workers in this field. I hope he 
will be able to get those books and trans- 
late them. 


Who Drove in the Wedge? 


The fact is I found this spirit every- 
where I went. 

In one place some of the leading mod- 
ernists were strongly opposed to my 
speaking because (they said) “He will 
divide the missionaries.’’ But there is 
no need to talk about dividing the mis. 
sionaries, for they are divided already, 

After a series of addresses on the Bible 
one professor in a theological seminary 
said, ‘‘Why have you come to drive ina 
wedge between two parties of mission- 
aries?’ I replied that the wedge was 
there years before I went to China. 
After one of the meetings, a missionary 
came to me and said: ‘‘I want to give you 
an illustration that these things are not 
your doing but have been in existence 
here for a long time. A few years ago, 
we had a Chinese magazine, -edited by 
one of our Methodist missionaries. When 
he left it was edited by another mis- 
sionary, a well known Canadian Pres- 
byterian. When the latter went home 
on furlough it was turned over to a third 
man, probably the best known man in 
China in certain connections. He edited 
it, and one day a Chinese helper came 
to me and said: 

“*T think you had better discontinue 
having that magazine in our reading 
room.’ 

“ ‘Why?’ 

“**Because there is now going oninita 
series of articles on Buddhism, in which 
the writer says that Buddhism and Chris- 
tianity are practically of the same value 
and I should not like our Chinese Chris- 
tians to read that magazine.’ ”’ 

That was five or ten years ago, and the 
example could be multiplied many times. 

The thing is there just as it is at home. 
One missionary said that she would 
rather send her girls to a non-Christian 
school than to some of the so-called 
Christian schools in China. One feels 
that this is something that should be 
considered. 

These are the three weaknesses: the 
over-emphasis on the educational; far 
too much of the concessive spirit; the 
seriousness of the modern critical teach- 
ing. 

II 


THREE LESSONS 

I now come to my second point—three 
lessons for you and me. Do not let us 
think now of anybody but ourselves. 

The first lesson is this. Let us do like 
the Chinese Christians—take the Bible 
just as we findit. That is one of the great 
hopes of China, at any rate, as far as the 
older generation is concerned. ‘The 
Chinese believe that the Bible means 
what it says and says what it means. 

One of my great privileges was conduct- 
ing a “Question Box.’”’ One night at a 
conference the leader invited questions to 
be sent in, and it took me seven nights 
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to answer them, and I never had a more 
delightful time in my life. 

Here is one: “Is there any identity 
between the word for ‘sign’ in the New 
Testament and Aristotle’s ‘final causes’ ?”’ 
] knew enough about Aristotle to answer 
him and I did so. But they asked many 
of the same questions which are puzzling 
us. 

Delivering the Goods 

The modernistic teaching does not 
produce spiritual results. I used the 
American phrase about ‘‘delivering the 
goods.” Higher criticism does not ‘‘de- 
liver the goods.”’ 

Just a year ago in Toronto, a mission- 
ary from China was in the audience 
when some one said that the second 
greatest achievement of Christianity in 
China was the translation of Hasting’s 
Dictionary of the Bible into that language. 
And then that missionary speaking in 
England last July, added, that he re- 
menibered the time when this translation 
canie and how the Chinese welcomed it. 
They took it home and gave themselves 
to it to solve problems which had troubled 
them for a long time. But a day or two 
afterwards, they returned and _ said, 
“The Bible says one thing and Hastings 
says another.’’ And the missionary told 
them to bring back their books and he 
would buy them back at half price, and 
they would have a bonfire. So much for 
the “achievement.” 


I rejoiced to know that Dr. Orr’s 
Encyclopedia is now being translated into 
Chinese. It will be a welcome substitute 
and corrective of Hastings, which is hav- 
ing a good deal of influence in China. 


About the ‘‘Bible Union’”’ 

Last summer they formed the Bible 
Union of China. After I left, the mission- 
aries said that the time had come to unite 
on these subjects. The other party 
thought this would come to nothing, but 
when they found that some 500 to 600 
missionaries were united in it, they began 
to realize its importance. 

This is what the Bible Union stands 
for: Preaching the fundamental truths 
of the Bible, especially those relating 
to the deity of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
his virgin birth, his atoning sacri- 
fice for sin, his bodily resurrection from 
the dead, and they reaffirm their faith in 
the whole Bible as the inspired word of 
God. 

This is a spontaneous effort on the 
part of the missionaries, independent of 
anybody else. Somebody charged me 
with going to China for the purpose of 
founding it, but this is, of course, base- 
less. I may have been the occasion of it, 
but I was certainly not the cause. 


III 


THREE SUGGESTIONS 
I want, in closing, to make three sug- 
gestions, Again they are for us here in 
this country. 
_ First, we at home should know what 
is going on in China. I have told this to 
one or two gatherings in Philadelphia 
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during the last month, and I believe we 
ought to let people know as far as we can 
the state of affairs in the mission field. 

There is a lawyer from the Methodist 
Church South, who gave up his practice 
at the age of forty and has been for eight 
years in the law school in a certain city 
in China. He said the laymen had no 
idea of what is going on, and he feels so 
keenly about it that he is taking steps to 
let the laymen of the South know how 
their money is being spent. 

The second suggestion is this. Every 
one of us should do what we can to in- 
fluence the Boards of our churches to 
send out only the right men and women. 

One missionary secretary is reported as 
saying that it is a good thing to have 
men of different views at one station. “I 
wish he could come and experience what 
I have,’”’ said one man. “I am one of 
two men here and the other man is 
absolutely opposed to me in everything 
in connection with the Bible, and to live 
with that man for nearly a year means 
that there is nothing but weakness and 
the absence of fellowship in our work.” 

Wilbur Chapman once said when he 
came back from the East, that our 
missionary boards ought to recall from the 
stations every missionary who had ceased 
to believe in the authority of the Bible. 
He was severely taken to task for that, 
but I have no doubt he was glad to suffer 
for it. 

He was right. If that cannot be done, 
at any rate we ought to prevent any more 
of these people going out. What I am 
now mentioning is not at ail confined to 
one church. It was found among all the 
churches. It affects the whole position 
and is due to what is being taught in 
several seminaries. 


Books Good Gifts for Missionaries 

My third suggestion is this. Perhaps it 
cannot apply to us. 

I wish I were a millionaire. I would 
send out every six months at least, if not 
oftener, to all the missionaries whose 
names I could get, some of the best books 
from this side. 

I wish some wealthy people would say 
to a publisher, ‘‘Send out these books— 
we will beresponsible.’”’ I believe it would 
do more than anything else to show peo- 


ple that there is scholarship on the con- 
servative side. 

But let us do a little, no matter how 
small. I found numbers of books, per 
fectly familiar to us, unknown in China. 
People do not know that during the last 
ten years there have been books written 
on the conservative side which have 
compelled attention over here, but in 
China there is ignorance still. Let us do 
all we can to further this important effort. 

I have presented three weaknesses, 
three lessons and three suggestions. 

T close with this. I came back from 
China with a stronger conviction than 
ever about the glory and the power of 
what we call the old, old story of Jesus 
and his love. 

In the Aélantic Monthly for January, 
there is an article on ‘*The Future of 
Religion in China.’’ I met the author, 
and I have read the article with great 
care. He says that the missionaries have 
gone out to China very largely to vindi- 
cate western civilization, and that this is 
nearer accomplishment than most mis- 
sionaries realize. 

This is interesting, but it is not true. 
First of all, I would like to ask, ‘‘What is 
the western civilization which our mis- 
sionaries have gone out to vindicate?” 
Much of it is not worth vindicating. 

This writer goes on to say that just a 
little bit of Christian work in the realm of 
international politics will finish the task. 
So our missionaries have only to doa little 
more in the world of international politics 
to finish their work of vindicating western 
civilization! 

If this is the future of religion in China, 
then I say frankly, God help those who 
are trying to do that work. 

But it is absolutely wrong. On the 
contrary, we believe that our missionaries 
were sent to China to preach the gospel of 
the divine Redeemer from sin, and more 
and more as the days go on I feel that 
civilization is not Christianity. 

Christianity is Christ, and Christ means 
the gospel, and if those who go to China 
and those who remain at home are filled 
with the Holy Spirit, they will glory in 
saying with St. Paul, ‘‘I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ, for it is the power 
of God unto saivation to every one that 
believeth.”

The Opportunity 


We are already busy from early morn- 
ing till late at night with actual mission 
work. Haifa is proving to be, as I pre- 
dicted two years ago, the best possible 
center for definite gospel work amongst 
poor scattered Israel. It is going to be the 
most important center for the whole of 
Palestine. It is yet virgin soil and has 
not been interfered with by the mis- 
guided workers, 

What an_ opportunity for’ service! 
Twenty months ago on my return froma 
missionary journey in the Holy Land, I 
endeavored to make known that mission- 
ary work in Palestine is not only feasible

But I must not give myself to the 
muses, for my soul is filled with ecstasy, 
realizing that the dear Lord brought me 
here for a definite purpose, to do His 
work, and my life belongs to Him. 


The Bible School 


I am so grateful that all the difficulties 
with regard to the Bible school property 
have turned out in our favor, by the good 
providence of God. During the past 
fifteen days of my residence here I have 
met many friends from amongst all 
classes of people, and the usual greetings 
are: ‘‘The Lord brought you here and 
He will bless you.” 

From the picture of the building, 
shown herewith you will see that we 
occupy a commanding position on the 
slope of Mount Carmel, not far from the 
reputed grotto of Elijah the prophet. 
Thus we have a place most suitable for 
a center of aggressive evangelistic ac- 
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but that the ‘‘called-of-the-Lord-mis- 
sionary’’ has not only an open door but 
an unprecedented opportunity. 

Thank God that He gave me that as- 
surance and vision. It is a matter of 
gratitude that some alarmists have now 
modified their views. 

The place is full of Zionist ‘‘Halutzim”’ 
(pioneers, or advancers). Eight hundred 
arrived in one week, closely to the esti- 
mate of the Zionists of 60,000 Jews a 
year. 

My heart is filled with compassion for 
these beloved (I deliberately call them 
“‘beloved’’) young men. They are ideal- 
ists, such as I never met before. They 
may not profess to be believers, but they 
are certainly not materialists. Here are 
young scholars, doctors of law, of phi- 
losophy, all working as common laborers, 
making new roads, sleeping on the fields, 
bearing the heat of the day and the cool 
of the night, all for the love of Zion. 





The other night I saw a company of 
these Halutzim, with all their belongings 
on their backs, staffs in their hands, 
marching to Atlitt, about twenty miles 
from here. Materialisis will not work 
as common laborers for four shillings a 
week. True, there are a few misguided 
ones, but they do not form any thing of 
the real, noble Halutzim. The Zionist 
leaders here expect that the hardship, 
climatic conditions, disease, etc., will 
claim fifty of every hundred of these 
young men, in order to attain their ideal. 
I was amazed when I learned of this 
great sacrifice these dear young souls are 
making for the country. I must confess, 
that the whole Zionist question has as- 
sumed anentirely new position with me... 
A new love has entered my heart for them 
beyond all words. 


These beloved Halutzim put me to 
shame. What have they? An _ idea!! 
And they are enduring all kinds of pri- 
vation to attain their ideal. But we have 
the living Christ of God, and oh, how little 
we are sacrificing! It will be a grave 
crime if we do not all in our power to at 
least give them the opportunity of get- 
ting acquainted with our adorable ke- 
deemer. 

Reading Room 

Besides our building on Mount Carnmiel, 
we have opened a reading room, in the 
very heart of the old city of Haifa. Here 
we get all classes of people. During the 
past fifteen days we have had many 
discussions about the claims of our Lord 
Jesus, but I have not heard a single dis- 
respectful word uttered either to myself 
or towards the name of our blessed Lord. 


There are three official languages, Eng- 
lish, Arabic and Hebrew. All notices, 
proclamations and ordinances are printed 
in these languages. 


None of the Halutzim will speak any 
language but Hebrew. Yiddish is out of 
the question, they simply despise it. 
But all want to know English and Arabic. 
So, we teach English and Arabic to the 
Halutzim, and English and Hebrew to 
the natives, and the Bible is our text- 
book, and the Lord has blessed us. As 
our reading room is too small we have 
an advanced class in the house of one of 
the leading Zionists. 


My assistant, Paul Dowany, is a gifted 
native Christian, who speaks English, 
Arabic, German, and fairly good Hebrew. 
He is much thought of, as he is a splendid 
teacher. One of the leading schools here 
was short of an Arabic teacher and asked 
him to teach in their school, so we agreed 
that he should teach four forenoons till 
they can find another teacher. Thus a 
missionary teaches in a Jewish school and 
with the best of feelings. 


Paul is great in selling Hebrew New 
Testaments and Bibles. Our difficulty is 
how to get enough. Do you wonder 
that I am in love with my work here, 
when it has so graciously pleased the 
Lord Jesus to open such an effectual door 
of service in the Land of my fathers?

the Holy Spirit. 

So important and vital is this con- 
sidvred to be that one of the ablest writers 
of (he nineteenth century did not hesitate 
to say that the great intellectual and 
rc! gious struggle of the present day turns 
mainly on the question whether there is a 
Iloly Spirit. This, if true, gives next 
Suiday’s festival a supreme and dominat- 
ing importance. 


Christianity’s Dynamic Reality 

\Vhat, then, does Pentecost mean? 

It provides Christianity with a dynamic 
reality. The supreme problem in con- 
nection with Christianity is to discover 
how a historic personality can become a 
religious fact for a!l men. 

{low can a historic person who ap- 
peared at one point of time centuries ago 
hecome the permanent religious fact and 
force for all time? 

!low can one who appeared under the 
specific conditions and limitations of 
history be the universal spiritual life of 
millions in all ages, races and circum- 
stances? 

Some years ago a thoughtful French 
pastor expressed great perplexity in the 
face of the fact that while scholars often 
spend years in arriving at adequate con- 
clusions about the Jesus of the Gospels, 
unlettered Christian people become con- 
vinced of the reality of Jesus Christ 
through personal experience and with 
scarcely any difficulty. 

He could not understand the reasons 
for these different results. He was met 
by the suggestion that the explanation 
might be found in the Holy Spirit, when 
he asked with surprise how this could be, 
since the Holy Spirit does not witness to 
a man’s heart about the historical facts of 
Christ’s birth in Bethlehem, life in Caper- 
naum, and death in Jerusalem. 

“No,” was the answer, ‘‘but the Holy 
Spirit is admittedly the Spirit of truth, 
and the fact that He witnesses to Jesus 
and makes Him real to the soul, and does 
not witness to the soul in regard to Plato, 
or Buddha, or Mohammed, is at least an 
assumption, if not a proof, that the facts 
about Jesus are true, or the Holy Spirit 
would not witness fo them.” 
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The man had never realized this and 
expressed the opinion that it would re- 
solve his difficulty. 

This is certainly the way that the prob- 
lem of the personality of Christ as a 
religious fact for today is to be solved. 
Historical criticism sends us back to 
Christ; insists on our concentrating at- 
tention on the Jesus of the Gospels; and 
produces for us a true picture of that 
personality. Then the Holy Spirit takes 
the irreducible minimum which criticism 
has left, and has been compelled to 
leave simply because it is irreducible, 
and uses it to impress, convince and 
inspire men with this picture of an unique 
sinless, perfect, divine Figure. 


Equipment for Life 


The Holy Spirit also provides for per- 
fect equipment for personal life. Chris- 
tian character needs something more 
than ideals, which are often matters of 
philosophy rather than of religion. 
Ideals must be realized if they are to be 
of value for life, and the work of the Holy 
Spirit is to make these ideals of Christ 
real in the souls of His followers. 

Neither the example of Christ nor 
His ideas, if considered alone, are of any 
great practical value. Christ is never 
fully set before men when He is regarded 
simply as an external object to imitate, 
or a Teacher whose truths are to be 
pondered. He is first and supremely 
a Redeemer and a Renovator, and the 
real life is that which comes as the result 
of the Holy Spirit glorifying Christ 
in the heart and working, first in and then 
out, these truths in character and conduct. 

This means that the Holy Spirit is, in a 
word, God as active in the soul for man’s 
salvation and equipment. In the abys- 
mal deeps of personality He is at work, 
making Christ real and bringing God 
Himself in contact with the spirit of man. 

Thus, the work of the Holy Spirit in 
relation to Christ and the believer is the 
very heart of Christianity, and by means 
of it the antithesis between past and 
present, history and experience, objec- 
tive and subjective, is, if not reconciled, 
at any rate, transcended, and God 
and man meet in Christ for life and fel- 
lowship, holiness and _ service. 


Power for Service 

Then the Holy Spirit provides for the 
constant propagation of these spiritual re- 
alities throughout the world. 

Pentecost has a manifold significance; 
it was not only the birthday of the 
Christian Church and the opening of a 
new dispensation; it was the equipment 
of power for effective service. It consti- 
tuted every Christian a “missionary” 
in the sense of a personal witness. 

Some one has said that the Holy 
Spirit did not distribute pens, but tongues, 
at Pentecost, meaning thereby that the 


gospel is to be proclaimed first of all by 
human lips in bearing a living testimony 
to Christ. It is not without point that the 
record speaks of the disciples being filled 
with the Holy Spirit and then adds at 
once, they ‘‘began to speak.” Not that 
the speech was to be separated from the 
life, but was simply the expression and 
outcome of a genuine experience within. 


Blessing for All 

And so it is important to emphasize 
the vital fact of Pentecost and its peren- 
nial results. The Holy Spirit is not for a 
favored and select few, but for the entire 
Church; the preacher, the worker, the 
business man, the mother in the home, 
and the student in the school; in short, 
all who confess the name of Christ may 
and should receive the gift of the Holy 
Spirit and be filed with His grace and 
power. 

And there is, perhaps, no greater need 
in these dark and trying days than of 
living, loving, self-sacrificing witnesses 
to what Christ is, and to what He is 
ready and able to be to all who will come 
to Him.

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Testimony of the Holy Spirit Con- 
cerning Jesus

EXT: ‘The testimony of Jesus is 
the Spirit of prophecy.’”’ Revela- 
tions 19:10. 

These remarkable words follow 
the Hallelujah chorus of heaven over the 
destruction and judgment of Babylon, 
declared in the 17th and 18th chapters of 
this prophecy. 

Then the festal song of the marriage of 
the Lamb breaks forth, and His wife, the 
Bride, appears in her robes of fine linen, 
bright and pure, and a benediction upon 
all called to the marriage supper is pro- 
nounced, with the proclamation, ‘‘These 
are the true sayings of God.” 

The apostle himself filled and over- 
whelmed with the vision of this celestial 
glory, fell at the feet of the angel to pay 
him divine homage, and was instantly 
restrained. ‘Do it not, I am thy fellow 
servant, and co-witness with you, and 
with all who have the testimony of Jesus; 
Worship God, for the testimony of Jesus 
is the Spirit of prophecy.” 

This truth is often repeated in the 
Scriptures. The triune God is Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit, one God. The 
great truth of the Holy Scriptures is the 
revelation of the Father in the Son, by 
the Holy Spirit revealing the Son to all 
who receive Him by the prophets chosen 
to transmit His words. 

Thus one text declares that God alone is 
the object of worship from all His crea- 
tures, through His Son, presented to us 
in the Scriptures of the prophets, who 
were moved by the Holy Spirit in the 
production of the sacred oracles. 

The Spirit named in this injunction 
to worship God is the Holy Spirit. Con- 
sidering His position and office, and the 
honor of this divine person in the Trinity 
—it is a surprise that His presence in the 
words of Scripture is so rarely recog- 
nized. 

Often we find that the truths uttered 
by different writers in the Bible are 
spoken of, and even by good men, as 
thoughts of the writers themselves, 
uttered or written under the best light, 
culture, and judgment they had. This 
sin against the Holy Spirit in denying 
His full possession of the human agents 
of the composition, completion and inter- 
pretation of the Sacred Canon, must be 
exceedingly heinous in the sight of God. 
Without doubt because of it, the blind- 
ness which existed in Israel at the time 
Jesus was born, and which led to His 
rejection and crucifixion by His own 
people, is resting on His church today. 
This is seen in the human speculation on 
and perversion of vital truths, and the 
rejection of His second advent at the end 
of this age to judge the world and esta- 
blish His kingdom over the whole earth. 

I 

The Holy Scriptures are the only record 
of testimony concerning Him who is God, 
self-revealed in Jesus. 
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The Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testament, are the writings in their first 
utterance, of men who were moved by 
the Holy Spirit to give the record of 
Jesus. Certainly we can have no clearer 
statement of the purpose of God respect- 
ing this age in which we are living, so far 
as Jesus His Son is concerned than His 
promise concerning the Holy Spirit. 

The disciples had been filled with dis- 
may and sorrow at the announcement of 
His departure, and He comforted them 
by saying that He would pray the Father 
to send in His place another Comforter- 
Paraclete. 

This promise was fulfilled on His res- 
urrection and more fully at Pentecost. 
This Comforter was (1) to dwell in them 
forever; (2) to teach them the words of 
Jesus; (3) to guide them into all truth; 
(4) to show them things to come; (5) 
to glorify Christ and (6) to take of the 
things of Christ and show them unto 
them. 

This revelation the Holy Spirit has 
made in words. 

In 2 Timothy 3:16, we read, ‘‘Every 
writing is God—breathed.” The prev- 
ious verse refers to the training of Tim- 
othy in the sacred writings. 

Our Lord used the same book from a 
child, and urged the Jews to search their 
sacred books of the Old Testament be- 
cause they testified of Him. 

After His resurrection, He imparted 
to His disciples the Holy Spirit so that 
they understood Moses and all the pro- 
phets. He quoted Moses and all the 
prophets as referring to Himself, His 
origin, object, and purpose in coming 
into this world, and in suffering, dying 
and rising from the dead for the salva- 
tion of the human race and the glory of 
God in the universe (Luke 24:25-27). 

This inspiration was and still is in the 
record of both Testaments, by the au- 
thority of the Holy Spirit. He as its 
divine Author is able to preserve this 
quality of our Bible in all languages and 
dialects of the nations. 

This principle of inspiration is taught 
in all the prophets. Moses spake the 
very words commanded by Jehovah. 
So did David, Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, 
and Daniel. 

Jeremiah, in danger of death in the 
dungeon declares, ‘‘Thy words were 
found and I did eat them; and thy word 
was unto me the joy and the rejoicing of 
mine heart: for I am called by thy name”’ 
(Jer. 15:16). 

These words were the book of the law 
and contained for Him the living Word, 
which fed his heart with the divine 
presence and support in the dreary and 
deathlike darkness around him. 

The same principle is taught in 1 Cor- 
inthians 2:12,13, when the spirit, speak- 
ing in Paul, says: 

‘‘Now we have received, not the spirit 





of the world, but the spirit which is of 
God; that we might know the things that 
are freely given to us of God. 

‘‘Which things also we speak, not in the 
words which: man’s wisdom teacheih, 
but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; com- 
paring spiritual things with spiritual.” 

This office of the Spirit of God in the 
Bible makes it a divine book, absolutely 
perfect and distinct from every other 
book in human language. 

II 

The testimony of the Spirit in the Script- 
ures in regard to the dual nature of Jesus, 
the Christ is the only key to the mystery 
of sin. 

Many testimonies are given in various 
writings of the prophets to this vital and 
saving truth. The whole system of 
sacrifices represents the need and the 
fact of this construction and constitution 
of Jesus the God-man. 

We take a single prophecy of Isaiah, 
fulfilled after seven hundred years in the 
fact recorded by Matthew, namely, ‘‘A 


virgin shall conceive and bear a Son and . 


shall call His name Immanuel,” (Isa 7:14). 
The Spirit addsin thesame prophecy (9:6), 
concerning this Son, “His name shall 
be called Wonderful, Counsellor, the 
Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, the 
Prince of Peace.” 

Seven hundred years after this testi- 
mony, it is recorded and testified by the 
same Spirit in Matthew 1:20-23: 

“The angel of the Lord appeared unto 
him in a dream saying, Joseph, thou son 
Of David, fear not to take unto thee 
Mary thy wife: for that which is con- 
ceived in her is of the Holy Ghost. 

“And she shall bring forth a son, and 
thou shalt call his name Jesus, for he 
shall save his people from their sins. 

“Now all this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled which was spoken of the Lord 
by the prophet, saying, 

“Behold, a virgin shall be with child, 
and shall bring forth a son, and they 
shall call his name Emmanuel, which 
being interpreted, is,God with us.” 

The testimony of the Holy Spirit to 
this miraculous entrance of the Son of 
God into human nature is emphasized 
also in the third Gospel. The angel of 
the Lord said to Mary, ‘‘The Holy Ghost 
shall come upon thee, and the power of 
the Highest shall overshadow thee: 
therefore also that holy thing which shall 
be born of thee shall be called the Son of 
God (Luke 1:35.) 

The testimony to the unity of the 
divine and human natures is still more 
fully given by the Spirit in John 5:17-27. 
The Jews who opposed Christ at that 
time well understood what He meant by 
the words spoken in the Spirit. There 
He declared the unity in life, in work, in 
power, in judgment and in honor with 
the Father, was in Him as the Son of 
God and Son of Man. 

The Jews accused him of blasphemy 
because He said ‘‘I am the Son of God.” 
Jesus speaking in the Holy Spirit declared 
and proved His statement. 

And His closing command to His 
disciples is based on the ‘‘all power in hea- 
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ven and earth” given to Him of the 
Father, and testified to by the Holy Spirit 
in His resurrection from the grave. 

This is certified by Paul, the servant of 
Jesus Christ, regarding his commission 
when called to be an apostle and sep- 
arated unto the gospel of God. ‘‘Con- 
cerning His Son Jesus Christ our Lord, 
which was made of the seed of David 
according to the flesh; and declared to 
be the Son of God with power, according 
to the Spirit of holiness, by the resurrec- 
tion from the dead”’ (Rom. 1:3,4). 
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III 


\'e have the testimony of the Spirit to 
Jesis in His humiliation and in His 
Glo ye 

The creation of man in the image of 
God was by Him “in the beginning.” 
Incarnation expresses the form and like- 
ness of the first man, when inbreathed 
an’ endowed with the Spirit of life. For 
the restoration of the ruined race the 
second man took part in the same, in the 
likeness of sinful man, though Himself 
without sin, 

This humiliation from His eternal 
state is the most amazing fact of redemp- 
tion. God so loved the world in its ruin 
and rebellion against Him, that He gave 
His only begotten Son to meet the con- 
denination demanded by the broken 
laws and make a way for the world to be 
saved. 


The Son of God came forth from eter- 
nity to do his Father’s will. He yielded 
Himself as an obedient servant under the 
perfect law, even unto death. He was 
the sin-offering, meeting every claim 
against us. Having ‘‘by himself purged 
our sins,’’ endured the cross with all its 
agony and shame and entering the 
domain of death, He on the third day 
broke the power of the last great enemy, 
and came forth making a show of him 
openly. In the brightness of His glory 
and the express image of His Father, and 
“upholding all things by the word of His 
power, He is now set down on the right 
hand of the Majesty on high’’ (Heb.1:3). 


IV 


We have the Spirit’s testimony to Jesus 
in lhe experience of the believer. 


This age, since Christ fulfilled His 
promise to pour out the Spirit on all flesh 
has been the great battle epoch of the 
god of this world. Inthe temptation and 
fall of man the great adversary usurped 
the power given to Adam in the dominion 
or authority over the creatures of earth. 
Hence the great need of the testimony 
or witness of the Spirit to Jesus as the 
Saviour. 

1. The Holy Spirit acts in the sinner 
in the production of a new life. ‘Ye 
must be born anew’’ or ‘‘from above,” 
is the first word of Jesus to an anxious 
sinner. 

When a new life appears as in the in- 
fant, it is certainly a matter of conscious- 
ness, and is manifested in visible form. 
The chief evidence is, its utter depend- 
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ence on some one who cares for it. And 
so when this new life begins in a dead 
sinner, its first reality must be in the 
recognition of Jesus as Saviour. 

And when this recognition is felt in the 
relief experienced by the soul, then the 
desire for service springs up, prompted 
and promoted bythe Holy Spirit. Jesusis 
to you in this state not merely a Saviour, 
but Master and Lord. 


Thomas, who was absent from the 
meeting of the resurrection evening, 
said he would not believe the testimony 
of those who had seen the Lord. But 
he was so amazed, when at the following 
meeting Jesus appeared, and so ashamed 
and confounded in his doubt, that he 
cried out in confession, ‘‘My Lord and 
my God.’’ This was a revelation to him 
of the love and power of Jesus in the new 
life he then experienced. 


2. The Holy Spirit testifies of Jesus in 
a believer, when, having the new life 
imparted, he manifests salvation. 


This recognition of the finished work 
of salvation through Christ’s blood and 
righteousness, must be an experience 
that is real and conscious, or the new 
life, if existing, will be dwarfed and 
dwindled, by lack of nurture and exercise. 

That one is now saved must be an 
absolute acquaintance with Jesus now 
alive and on the throne of power, or 
doubt, and darkness and deception will 
lead the soul into disbelief, and if con- 
tinued, to eternal death. 

And an abiding in the witness of the 
Spirit to us through the words of Scripture 


is essential to maintain this Holy life in 
our hearts moving us in all service. 

This is most needful in prayer. We 
are commanded to be “praying in the 
Holy Ghost,’’ and all fruit-bearing, as 
children of God, makes prayer the key 
of all blessing. ‘‘If ye abide in me, and 
my words abide in you, ye shall ask 
what you will, and it shall be done unto 
you” (John 15:7). 

3. The testimony of the Spirit to 
Jesus in a believer’s experience is mani- 
fest in constant growth of this divine 
life, in those fruits of the Spirit which 
manifest here the glory of Christ. 

I wish to press the thought here which 
is seen in the history of the primitive 
church, under the pentecostal effusion 
in Acts 2. The apostles Peter and Paul 
also spake and wrought wonders when 
filled with the Spirit. The scene at 
Cornelius’ home is the same. Stephen is: 
full of faith and power and the Holy 
Ghost. 

Conditions and manifestations of this 
infilling with power may change under ad- 
vanced conditions of this divine gift. The 
habit has arisen in these days of think- 
ing that because of repeated imitations 
of those experiences called special mani- 
festations, we are not to expect in humble 
members of Christ, the continuance of 
the abiding fulness of the Spirit, for 
daily growth in the likeness of Christ. 
Our Lord delighted in His Father’s glory, 
and should not we manifest it as He did 
onthe earth? Will not the Spirit delight 
to reveal His glory in us now if we by 
faith delight to have Him do so?

HEN our Lord was about to 

ascend on high from the Mount 

of Olives they said to Him, 

“Wilt thou at this time re- 
store again the kingdom to Israel? And 
he said unto them, It is not for you to 
know the times or the seasons, which 
the Father hath put in his own authority, 
but ye shall receive power after that the 
Holy Spirit is come upon you, and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem and in all Judea, and in Samaria 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth 
(Acts 1:6-8). 

In this answer was hidden the in- 
formation the apostles desired. 

It is evident that the apostles did not 
remember what our Lord had often told 
them that he must first ascend to His 
Father. 

A hint, however, of the hidden knowl- 
edge was given by the two men in white 
raiment who said, ‘“‘This same Jesus 
which is taken up from you into heaven 
shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.” 

One fact of this “like manner’ was 
revealed centuries before by the prophet 
Zechariah who said, ‘‘His feet shall 
stand in that day upon the Mount of 
Olives; and that day was inseparable 
from the restoration of the kingdom to 
Israel” (Zech. 14:4, 9). 

However, the apostles could not have 
thought of all that then, for the Holy 
Spirit had not yet been given to them 
to bring to remembrance all that either 
Jesus, or the prophets had spoken. 

But as we go on from cne event re- 
corded in the Acts to another until we 
arrive at the Council of Jerusalem and 
hear the address of James, we learn at 
last what our Lord meant in his answer 
to the apostles, that they would know 
what they desired when the Holy Spirit 
had come upon them. 

1. On the day of Pentecost the Spirit 
through Peter declared that the Lord 
Jesus would remain seated at the right 
hand of God until the hour struck for 
him to return to put his enemies under 
his feet (Acts 2:14-35). 

He also mentioned the signs foreboding 
the great and dreadful day of the Lord, 
the very signs foretold by the prophets 
which _would_forebode the coming of the 
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Messiah to restore the kingdom to Israel. 

Here then through the Spirit was given 
the beginning of the answer desired. 

2. In the second address of Peter, 
again the Spirit spoke and made the re- 
pentance and conversion of Israel the 
condition of the return from heaven to 
restore the kingdom and “all things 
which God hath spoken by the mouth 
of all his holy prophets since the world 
began” (Acts 3:4-21). 

3. And later, when Peter and John 
were released from their arrest by the 
authorities and went to their own com- 
pany, all recognized in their present 
experience the forerunner of a greater 
fulfilment in a future day of what God 
had said through the psalmist when the 
armies of the ‘“‘heathen’”’ would be raging 
around the Holy City (Ps. 2:1; Acts 
4:23-31) 

5. And thus at last the answer so 





gradually revealed was completed at 
the Council of Jerusalem by the Spirit 
speaking through James who spoke of 
the return of the Messiah to restore His 
“tabernacle of David.” 

But a new fact and factor were now 
revealed, that first the nations must be 
visited by God with the gospel to take 
out of them a people for his name. 

6. And in a final word of James it is 
declared that all these events concerning 
Israel and the church and the nations 
take place according to a divinely pre- 
destined order (Acts 15:13-18). 

7. As the forementioned program of 
human history is revealed by the Holy 
Spirit, how utterly vain are the theories 
and reasonings and expectations of 


-Gentile teachers, religious and political, 


who expect “the kingdom’’ to come be- 
fore the King returns! 

And also it is self-evident that not 
only as to the foregoing, but as to all 
the facts of the divine revelation the 
Holy Spirit alone can illumine the uncer- 
standing of men. 





Bathsheba—A Study of an Immodest 
Woman

VER since the organization of 

the first Sunday-school, the sins 

and sorrows of David, of Old 

Testament history, have been 
faithfully studied. His admirers have 
mourned over his folly and weaknesses, 
critics have misjudged and condemned 
him, a few have pitied him; but one never 
hears but the slightest reference to Bath- 
sheba, his partner in sin and probably 
his accomplice in crime. 

We do not excuse David, not at all. 
God condemned and punished him; but 
he has borne the blame single-handed 
long enough. 

We may think of Bathsheba as a vic- 
tim, if we will, but a study of her char- 
acter will reveal the fact that she was 
in no wise a weakling, and not above 
plotting and scheming in order to place 
her son Solomon on David’s throne. 

She was evidently as smooth in her 
speech as she was beautiful in person, 
and possessed a brain sufficiently wily 
to trade upon her own assets. 

We would be content to leave Bath- 
sheba in oblivion where history and 
common Bible study have placed her, 
were it not for the great need today of 
exposing her indiscretions along with 
the sins of King David. 


Plain Talk 


We are plain, but the Word of God is 
plain, and it is only a false modesty that 
drives us to cover when gross immorality 
stalks through the land. 

Bathsheba, be it remembered, in plain 
view of the king’s roof garden, where 
he often walked, and studied the stars 


or played upon his harp perhaps, de- 
liberately chose to expose her beautiful 
body under the ridiculous subterfuge 
of taking a bath. 

Was it chance? Or a trap diabolically 
contrived and set for the king’s weak- 
ness? 

She was at the very least grossly im- 
modest and, therefore, not blameless. 

The Bible passes rapidly over the story 
of her intrigue as it does in the telling 
of events which must of necessity re- 
quire many months in accomplishment. 
Yet we catch an occasional glimpse of 
her ambition sufficient to tell us that she 
was constantly on the job. 

We know from his attitude that 
Uriah suspected her infidelity, and also 
that David had a double purpose in 
getting rid of the unfortunate husband. 

It is generally conceded that the king 
wanted Bathsheba for himself, but the 
writer of this article is inclined to believe 
that David’s main purpose in getting 
Uriah slain was to silence forever the 
lips of the man who kaew his (David's) 
sin. Marrying the widow was a part 
of his restitution in his desperate effort 
to appease a guilty conscience. Men 
do the same thing today, cover their 
adultery with a marriage vow. 

Possibly David’s conscience might 
have become quietly reconciled had not 
God sent Nathan the prophet to declare 
and expose his sin. 


Bathsheba a Politician 


But Bathsheba had gained her point 
and landed her pretty self in the palace 
of the king, although in those days she 
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shared her high position with several 
others. Yet when David had promised 
her that her son Solomon should succeed 
to the throne, and when in his dotage 
David was permitting another of his 
sons to assume the rulership of the king- 
dom, Bathsheba was still sufficiently 
strong to arouse and persuade David 
and thus enthrone Solomon. 

And with the passing of David she 
did not become obsolete in the kingdom, 
but continued to work out her designs 
as the mother of the king. 

We see her again as the tool of Adonijah 
the traitor, but of her own volition doing 
a despicable thing in trying to dispose 
of David’s last wife, Abishag the Shu- 
nammite, in gaining Solomon’s consent 
to the wishes of the traitor. 

“The king will not say thee nay,” 
quoth Adonijah, but Solomon rose in 
righteous wrath and refused thus to 
shame and belittle his father, and ordered 
the traitor slain. 

Aye, Bathsheba was a woman of strong 
intellect; not grossly wicked according 
to worldly standards perhaps, but cap- 
able of doing great wrong by her power 
and influence over others. And it is so 
tod:y. The Bathshebas move in the 
best of society and by their indiscretions 
wreck men’s lives. They may be morally 
strong themselves, but by their immodest 


dress and careless actions they weaken 
many others. 


Middle-aged Women at Fault 

A nation can rise no higher than the 
ideals of its womanhood, and many 
women, middle-aged as well as younger, 
are ready to sacrifice health as well as 
their modesty in a blind following of the 
dictates of fashion. 

One need not necessarily be prudish 
to be decent, but the present extremes 
we see upon all our thoroughfares, in 
church affairs as well as worldly pleasures, 
should be frowned upon by all self- 
respecting women. 

Bathsheba has long been considered 
as a victim of David; but after all from 
another point of view was not David 
the victim of the immodesty of Bath- 
sheba? One woman’s carelessness and 
indiscretion brought about a long chain 
of evils. A bitter repentance mitigated 
the sin, but its consequences lived on 
and on in the lives of the children. 

Human nature and humana weaknesses 
remain the same though customs change 
and kingdoms cease; and the improper, 
inadequate feminine clothing of today 
must inevitably result in lowered morals 
and evil conditions, 

We repeat: A nation can rise no higher 
that the ideals of its womanhood. Emi- 
nent scholars of today are loudly warn- 





ing a careless America of the great wave 
of immorality sweeping down upon 
us. If that is true, if the wave is real, 
then as teachers of religious ethics it 
behooves us to look the arch enemy 
squarely in the face, and shoulder to 
shoulder prepare to stem the tide of 
evil. The fashions of the day, the loose- 
ness and unconventionalities that are 
becoming so popular, all should startle 
us into action. 


One need not be old-fashioned or ultra- 
conservative in order to be modest in 
dress and deportment. Neither can 
we place all the blame on youthful 
shoulders. Women of mature years are 
actually leading the procession of fash- 
ionable ‘‘undress,’’ and alas, a few of 
them are considered as ‘‘mothers in 
-Israel.’”’ 


Careless women are the Bathshebas 
of today who are hiding in the back- 
ground of public opinion, and possibly 
destroying many Davids, while only an 
occasional Delilah is brought to justice 
for the murder of a Samson. 


If woman suffrage is to be a blessing 
to humanity the womanhood of America 
must rise in the strength of its virtue 
and drive back from our shores this Paris 
invasion, and demand a ‘‘safe and sane” 
standard as the ideal of our people. 


From Death Unto Life—A Personal Experience

HERE is a time when every true 

Israelite seeks forgiveness of his 

sins by merits of his own. 
The Talmud, which is the 
Jewish code of laws, says, ‘Three books 
are opened on the Jewish New Year’s 
Day, one for the absolutely wicked, one 
for the perfectly righteous, and one for 
the intermediate class.”’ 

Every one who is found righteous is 
written and’ sealed to life immediately. 
Everyone absolutely wicked is written 
and sealed to death at once. The inter- 
mediate class are kept until the Day of 
Atonement. If they repent in the mean- 
time, they are written for life, but if not, 
they are sealed to death (tractate, Rosh 
Hashanah, 16b). 


How to Get Entered in the Book of 
Life 


A Jew who is not orthodox all the year 
(that is, who is lax in keeping the Juda- 
istic observances) will repent, pray on 
New Year and the nine days following, 
and give charity between New Year and 
the Day of Atonement, in order to be 
inscribed in the Book of Life. Even the’ 
orthodox Jew would do his best during 
the awful days of repentance, as they are 
called in the Jewish faith. 

In order to be remembered in the 
Book of Life the writer of this article 
used to ‘‘open his hand wide unto the 
poor,” to fulfill the commandment in 
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Deuteronomy 15:7-8, and also abound 
in other good deeds. He carefully 
observed the ritual and went to syna- 
gogue three times < day, a whole month 


‘before New Year. 


Many a night he spent in studying the 
written and oral laws, repeating the 
Psalms and many prayers, even wailing 
for the rebuilding of Jerusalem and the 
return of the Jews to Palestine, while 
sitting on the ground. 

Many other things he did, as wearing 
his phylacteries all day, and not looking 
at women, so as to have his mind conse- 
crated and devoted to heavenly thoughts. 
All these were done in order that the 
“Mitzvoth” (commandments) may out- 
weigh the ‘“‘Avaroth”’ (sins). (According 
to the Talmud every one’s sins are being 
weighed against his merits at the judg- 
ment day.) Some believe that the same 
rule applies to the ten days of repen- 
tance, i. e., from the beginning of New 
Year and the following nine days, in- 
cluding the Day of Atonement. 

In order to please his heavenly Father, 
a Jew seeks favor and pardon by observ- 
ing many precepts and customs, repeat- 
ing the whole ‘‘Machzor”’ (a prayer book 
containing the festival prayers), without 
missing a word. 


Ritual of New Year’s Day 
On New Year’s Day, he goes to the 


bank of a river and there throws all his 
sins into the water. 

Then on the eve of the Day of Atone- 
ment the orthodox Jew takes a rooster 
and swinging it three times around his 
head, saying, ‘‘This rooster goeth to 
death, but I shall be gathered and 
entered into a long and happy life and 
into peace,” he throws it on the floor, 
to be killed immediately afterwards. 

During the Day of Atonement, most of 
the people torture themselves, standing 
most of the day on their feet, with shoes 
off, fasting twenty-five hours and even 
abstaining from water. All these things, 
they believe will save them. 

The writer believed so also, but the 
Lord graciously opened his eyes and he 
saw that he had no merits of his own. 
“There is none that doeth good, no not 
one” (Ps. 14:3). 

No man has any merits, for God de- 
clares furthermore that ‘‘the whole head 
is sick, and the whole heart faint. From 
the sole of the foot even unto the head 
there is no soundness in it; but wounds 
and bruises and putrifying sores’ (Isa. 
1:5-6). 

The above verse is descriptive of Israel, 
but this description is generally true of 
mankind. The intellect is corrupt, for 
the whole head is sick. The affections 
are corrupt for the heart is faint, and the 
confession of the prophet implies that 
‘‘we are all become as one that is un- 
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clean, and all our righteousnesses are as a 
polluted garment’”’ (Isa. 64:6, R. V.). 


The Writer’s Eyes Opened 


The writer thus found that he had 
nothing of his own by way of good 
deeds to atone for his sins. 

He asked himself whether he had kept, 
or was keeping, all the commandments 
of the Lord. He was forced to reply in 
the negative. 

In that case the curse of God was 
hanging over him and would eventually 
descend and destroy him. ‘‘Cursed be 
he that confirmeth not all the words of 
the law to do them. And all the people 
shall say, Amen” (Deut. 27:26). Accord- 
ing to that statement there is no hope, 
except for those who yield in perfect 
obedience. 

Again he asked himself, ‘‘Where is the 
High Priest?’ ‘‘Where is the temple 
with all its ceremonies?”’ ‘‘Where is the 
atonement for sin?’’ The answer came in 
Hebrews 9:12, ‘‘Neither by the blood of 
goats and calves, but by his own blood 


he entered in once nto the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption for 
us.” 

As Christ obtained our redemption on 
the eve of the Passover on Calvary’s 
cross, so He became our Passover, our 
Atonement, our High Priest, and our all 
in all. He is our ‘Yom Kippur’”’ not only 
once a year (on Good Friday) but always, 
“having obtained eternal redemption for 
us.” 

Each one has to renounce all his pride 
and appear to the bar of God as a miser- 
able sinner, looking only for mercy and 
not for rewards. 

My faith, my hope and my trust, are 
all built upon God’s promises, and cannot 
be better expressed than in His most 
holy Word: ‘But he was wounded for 
our transgressions, the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him, and with his 
stripes we are healed” (Isa. 53:5). 

The Messiah was wounded for my 
transgression, bruised for my iniquities, 
the chastisement of my peace was upon 
Him and with His stripes J was healed. 





What Is the Matter With Our Church 
Music?

OR TEN years it has been my 
privilege to sing the gospel in 


different cities of the United 
States in churches of nearly all 
Protestant denominations. In many 


churches I find the music actually dead, 
no life at all, and no interest. So far as 
the church service is concerned, there 
might as well be no singing at all. 

What is the matter with the music 
in the average church of our country? 
It is not that people do not like to sing; 
they do. It is not that there are no good 
musicians; there are plenty of them. 
Then what is the matter? 

In God’s word we are told, ‘It is not 
by might, nor by power, but by my 
Spirit, saith the Lord.’’ I believe this 
Scripture indicates the trouble in a word. 
I was in a church a few weeks ago in 
one of our large cities, and they asked 
me to meet with the choir for a few 
minutes before the service began. I 
found the leader was not even a pro- 
fessing Christian, nor were half the choir 
members professing Christians. Instead 
of having prayer and asking God to 
bless the service they were having a 
picnic. They went into the choir loft 
giggling, and some of them kept it up 
right through the service. They sang 
the songs without any spirit and, of 
course, nobody was helped or blessed. 
They sang an anthem in the same way; 
we heard few of the words and no help 
came to any one. 

The Need Today 

What our churches need today are 
singers who know how to pray as well 
as sing; singers who are in sympathy 
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with the service and who will help the 
audience to sing; singers who sing for 
the Lord rather than at so much per. 
How can a pastor expect God to bless 
his service when behind him sits a quartet 
or a choir who cares nothing for the 


Christ he is trying to present to his, 


people? Such singing is an abomination 
to God. 

I heard two men sing recently in a 
church service. They were not especially 
good singers so far as voice was concerned, 
and yet as they sang we forgot about 
their voices, and when they had finished 
singing eyes were wet with tears, hearts 
had been touched. Why? They were 
singing in the spirit. How those of us 
who sing in churches need to remember, 
“It is not by might, nor by power, but 
by my spirit, saith the Lord!” 

Another reason why there is so often 
poor singing is that the music selected 
is too difficult for the choir. Simple 
music well written and well sung is far 
more inspiring than difficult music poorly 
rendered. Many church singers feel 
themselves above simple music. I find 
people love to hear simpie music well 
sung. 

In many churches where they have no 
chorus choir a leader who is a consecrated 
man can help an audience to sing and 
create much interest in the music, even 
though he may not be a “finished” 
musician himself. I was in a church 
recently where they had only a precentor 
who stood before the people, and how 
they did sing and my soul was blessed! 
Many times there is no co-operation be- 
tween the leader and the pastor. One 





never knows what the other is going to 
do, and a mix-up is often the result. 


Story of Rival Churches 


We have all laughed at the old story 
of the Baptist church and the Methodist 
church which were just across the street 
from each other, and whenever the 
Baptists would sing ‘‘Will There Be Any 
Stars in My Crown?” the Methodists 
would sing, ‘No, Not One.’’ 

I heard of a preacher who took [or 
his subject ‘‘Hell,’’ and when he had 
finished the soloist sang, ‘I Want to Go 
There, Don’t You?” Another minister 
preached on ‘‘The Devil’ and the singer 
sang ‘“‘I Need Thee Every Hour.” 

We need more consecrated common 
sense in our church music—singers and 
leaders who know Jesus Christ as a per- 
sonal Saviour. It was my privilege to 
sing several years in a large chorus choir 
in Chicago. After every rehearsal the 
choir had an old-fashioned prayer meet- 
ing. Do you wonder when they sang 
hearts were moved and conviction came 
on the people? 

God pity a pastor who has a godless 
bunch of singers about him. If I were 
a preacher I would rather have the audi- 
ence sing ‘‘Jesus, Lover of My Soul,” 
and sing from their hearts, than to have 
a godless choir sing the ‘‘Hallelujah Chor- 
us.” 

A spiritual leader and a spiritual choir 
always mean a Spiritual blessing to the 
audience, and when such an audience 
is given a chance to sing they will sing 
and make melody from their hearts unto 
the Lord, be the audience rich or poor, 
large or small, God is no respecter of 
persons.

THE DEATH OF PASTOR

AMERICAN Y. M. C. A. IN EUROPE 


In September, 1919, the personnel of 
the Y. M. C. A. work in Europe was re- 
organized, selections being made from 
the most successful secretaries of the 
A. E. F. in Germany and France. The 
total number of secretaries is one hun- 
dred almost equally divided between 
men and women. They operate some 
twenty different buildings, including the 
great Fest Halle in Coblenz, the re- 
mainder being huts. The Fest Halle 
is considered the center of these opera- 
tions, the purpose being to make it a 
real community center. It has an audi- 
torium seating 1,850, and rooms are fitted 
up for reading, writing, bowling, pool 
and billiards and other games. There 
is also a large restaurant in connection 
with the Halle, and provisions made for 
outdoor games on the grounds immed- 
iately surrounding. Some 3,000 men 
visit the Fest Halle each day. 

The use of the Halle for certain enter- 
tainments on the Lord’s Day is certainly 
open to criticism on the part of those, who 
believe that such entertainments are a 
concession to those who do not believe 
in the sanctity of the day, and that the 
result will be very low views of the sanc- 
tity of the day on the part of soldiers 
who visit the Halle, all of whom will 
return to America, carrying with them 
this low view. 





THE GROWTH OF THE PROTES- 
TANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


According to a report recently made 
to the 84th annual convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Society of Chicago, 
the Episcopal church in the United 
States has an increase of sixteen per 
cent annually. The growth of the 
church has been chiefly in the larger 
cities. The number of ordinations to 
the priesthood has decreased three and 
one-half per cent. It is suggested that 
an effort be made to enroll one candidate 
for ordination every three years from 
each five hundred communicants. 
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HE Institute has on its rolls a 
correspondence student in Eng- 
land who requests that his iden- 
tity be not disclosed, except that 
he is an “invalid student of the Moody 
Bible Institute.’’ This man is totally 
paralyzed except from the elbow of his 
right arm down, thus being able to write 
his examination papers which are always 
most neatly and well done. His name and 
address can be furnished to any one who 
would be properly interested in this 
child of God. 


Recently he sent ten shillings as a 
donation to the Institute. He has made 
it a rule to give one-fourth of all tha+ 
comes to him to the China Inland Mis- 
sion. On one occasion he had saved six- 
pence. He made definite prayer that this 
might become a pound by a certain 
date. He did not know where it could 
come from, and he never makes solicita- 
tion. On the day before the payment 
was due, he poured out the Lord’s side of 
his purse, which contained one pound, 
sixpence! He says, “It pays to let go 
for God,’’ and that when he discovered 
that his sixpence had changed to more 
than a pound his soul was lifted up in 
silent praise. 


God’s Faithfulness Tested 


In a letter dated January 27 he referred 
to a remark of the secretary of the Corre- 
spondence Department, who had _ said 
that his self-denial was a testing of his 
faith, and said, ‘‘I should rather call it, 
sir, a testing or sounding of God’s faith- 
fulness, for I am very much afraid my 
faith seldom exceeds the grain of mustard 
seed. My little bit of faith is lost in the 
unfathomable faithfulness of God. Be- 
lieve God, and the impossible becomes 
possible. When we are faced with the 
impossible, when we want to shift a 
mountain, it has got to be, ‘Have faith in 
God.’ Oh, the fear when I look upon 
my faith; oh, the rest, the quiet confi- 
dence, when I am looking to God’s 
faithfulness!” 

In this letter he relates how, during the 
war, the food control was greatly felt by 
every one, and one afternoon he was 
praying and thinking of the words of 
Jesus, ‘‘Be not anxious * * * your 
heavenly Father knoweth what things 
you have need of,’ so he said: ‘Well, 
Lord, things are getting pretty strait now. 
The war clouds are still hanging dark and 
heavy. Will you see us through? Will 
you really provide? If so, then give me an 
unmistakable answer that all will be well!’’ 

He continues: ‘‘Some eight or ten 
miles away my sister, whose husband is in 
business, had received a hamper. As she 
unpacked it, a thought struck her, and 
she jumped up, exlaiming, ‘I know what; 
I will just pay the old boy a flying, sur- 
prise visit!’

that she would not be long in being back, 
and caught a car.

When He began His min- 
istry at Nazareth, where He had been 
brought up, He read from Isaiah the 
prophet, that He, Jesus, was sent to 
bind up the broken-hearted, to preach 
good tidings to the afflicted, to open the 
prison doors to the captives.

The stor 
is related by Sadhu Sundar Singh, the ‘‘Apostle of 
the Bleeding Feet.” 


Kartar was sewn up in a wet yak’s skin and pu 
out in the sun. The skin contracted and shrunk 
as it dried in the heat and served as a rack of torture.

indeed raised him up as from death itself.

SYSTEMATIC TEACHING 
The Christian (London) 

Now that ministers are resuming their 
full work after the holidays, it is well 
to be reminded, as a writer in the Chris- 
tiv: World takes the opportunity of doing, 
of the value of system in preaching. 
The hint is not superfluous, for we be- 
lieve that continuous expository preaching 
has largely gone out of fashion, in favor 
of ‘opical subjects, which may be interest- 
ing enough, but which have no power to 
build up a strong Christian life. It has 
been pointed out frequently of late how 
grcat is the ignorance of ordinary people 
in biblical matters. Ministers affirm 
that young people, especially, have little 
idea of the contents of Christian doctrine; 
hence they are easily victimized by the 
first smooth-tongued heretic. The rem- 
edy for this is the patient and system- 
atic teaching of divine truth. Let none 
imagine that this commits a preacher 
to the delivery of ‘‘dry”’ discourses. It 
all depends upon the teacher whether 
or not his preaching is ‘‘dry.”” Biblical 
exposition in the hands of a living man 
can be made, as it has so often been made, 
a most fascinating thing. When Dr. Dale 
went to Birmingham, he determined 
to teach Christian doctrine in systematic 
fashion. His friends tried to dissuade 
him from the attempt, declaring that the 
“people would not stand it.’’ But they 
did stand it, and the vast congregations 
that waited upon his ministry witnessed 
to the wisdom of his decision. Every- 
body is not a Dr. Dale, but every minister 
if he will take the trouble, can become 
an effective and attractive expositor. 





AMERICAN FALLACIES ABOUT 
WAR 

The Chicago Tribune 

Our national psychology plays us false 
on the subject of war. We abhor war. 
We therefore assume that all peoples 
and all governments abhor war. Neither 
our people nor their representatives, 
who, being chosen from among the 
people, are really representative, can 
conceive that any government should 
deliberately plan an unnecessary war as 
an act of policy, or that any nation 
would sustain such a policy. We have 
shown a war spirit in circumstances of 
grcat_ provocation. In our latest war 
we entered without passion. But we 
cannot think of war1sa reasoned measure 
ot policy, sustained through years of prep- 
paration. We cannot think that any 
statesmanship or any nation would de- 
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liberately plan war as a means of national 
aggrandizement. 

History would correct this assumption; 
but Americans do not read history. 
We are preoccupied with the present or 
the future, and rather pride ourselves on 
being superior to the past. We ought 
to know that rulers and statesmen and 
governments have planned wars for their 
own or their nations’ aggrandizement. 
We ought to know that, while probably 
no people ever wanted to undergo the 
sacrifices of war, they have done so often 
when they were disinclined, and oftener 
when their natural inclinations had been 
overpowered by passion or alarm. 

Because we cannot think of war as a 
rational measure of state policy, we are 
inclined to consider it improbable if not 
impossible because, as we believe, it is 
irrational. We were assured by all the 
leading pacifists before the world war 
that a European war was a ‘human 
impossibility.’’ If these learned pundits 
had thought more of humanity and less 
about their own theories and emotions 
they would have realized that war is 
always a ‘‘human possibility.”’ 





DIFFICULTIES IN THE WAY OF 
CHURCH UNITY 


Boston Evening Transcript 

The first appearance of an archbishop 
on the platform of the British National 
Free Church Council took place at 
its annual assembly at Manchester in 
March, when His Grace of York 
personally presented to the council the 
Lambeth Appeal. The great difficulties 
that have to be overcome if Anglicans 
and Free Churchmen are ever to be cor- 
porately united are illustrated by an 
interchange of views that has just taken 
place between Archbishop Lang and 
Principal Griffith-Jones, an ex-chairman 
of the Congregational Union. Seeking 
to commend the appeal to nonconform- 
ists, Dr. Lang pointed out that it was not 
a statement of terms and conditions, but 
the unfoldment of an ideal. The bish- 
ops, not accepting the view that the 
spiritual unity of, Christendom was all 
that our Lord desired, hold (1) that as 
there was only one body of Christ there 
could be only one Church, and (2) that 
unity already existed and was to be 
believed in and made visible. 

Dr. Griffith-Jones dissents from His 
Grace’s view that organic union is the 
only form of unity which is according to 
the mind of Christ, and confesses disap- 
pointment with the credal basis of the 
appeal. ‘‘Our faith,” he says, ‘‘we hold 
in common; the expression of our faith 
in credal form must be Jeft to the free 
action of the soul of the thoughtful be- 
liever under the inspiration of the spirit 
of truth,’’ and submits that a heartfelt 
confession of faith in Jesus Christ as Lord 


and Saviour is all that is required for ad- 
mission to the church. The committee 
jointly appointed by the Free Church 
Federal Council and the National Free 
Church Council after a_ preliminary 
meeting, including a conference at Lam- 
beth Paiace is engaged in preparing, 
for presentation to the various denomina- 
tional assemblies, a statement setting 
forth the principles in the light of which 
churches calling themselves evangelical 
and free may consider the Lambeth 
proposals for reunion. 





IS A NEW CHURCH NEEDED? 


Presbyterian Banner 

We might infer from what we hear in 
great conventions, and ‘what we read in 
the public press, that the church of the 
past has been a failure, that there must 
be, not only a new super-structure, but 
a new foundation, not only new methods, 
but a new and an essentially different 
motive power, that there must be a sub- 
stitute for faith, that we must walk by 
sight and not by faith in God as he is 
revealed in the Bible. The article to 
which we have referred does not suggest 
this, but it is suggested and openly pro- 
claimed by many who profess to be Chris- 
tians. They flatly deny that the Bible 
is a supernatural revelation of what men 
are to believe concerning God and of 
the duties which God requires of men. 
The biblical records of the creation and 
fall of man, of the origin of the Ten Com- 
mandments, of the virgin birth, atoning 
death and glorious resurrection of Jesus 
Christ are all rejected together with all 
that is miraculous in Christian doctrine. 
All the great distinctive doctrines of 
Christianity are to be given up or con- 
cealed so that there may be one great 
church. Is this to be the church of the 
future? Have we reached ‘a point where 
faith must give place to worldly wisdom? 

As we answer this question, we confess 
that the Christian church has not been 
in the past and is not in the present all 
that it should be. But its weakness or 
failure is not on account of its faith in 
its doctrines, creeds and confessions, 
nor in its denominationalism, but in its 
lack of faith in its great fundamental 
doctrines. Increasing knowledge of sci- 
ence, art and philosophy, has not discov- 
ered anything that can take the place 
of the great truths of divine revelation 
as a foundation for the church of the 
future. ‘‘Other foundation can no man 
lay than that which is laid, which is 
Jesus Christ.’’ The person and the work 
of Jesus Christ are the only adequate 
foundation for the church of the future. 
The gospel of Christ provides a salva- 
tion sufficient for all, adapted to the 
wants of all and to be freely offered to 
all. True faith in God, as he is revealed 
in Jesus Christ, breaks down all the racial, 
political and social barriers that separate 
men from,and array them against each 
other. What the church of the future 
needs is, not more knowledge, more 
worldly wisdom or unity of organization, 
but more faith. 
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CHRIST IN THE WORLD

The call of the hour is to make all men 
see that the world’s great need is Christ. 
The problem not alone concerns the 
church goer, but more especially those 
who have gotten off the path of righteous- 
ness, and who wander idly through the 
shallow labyrinth of materialistic notions 
that pervade the world today. 


Before the latter can be reached the 
church must take stock of itself, both 
pulpit and pew. Can it meet the test of 
God? Do ministers of today act as if 
getting the gospel of Jesus Christ to the 
public is the most important thing in 
life? Does the average church goer at- 
tend Sabbath services from force of 
habit, or because his body and _ spiritual 
self hungers for the word of God? 


Each man can answer for himse!f, and 
in so doing, perhaps, explain one reason 
for the ‘missing flock.’’ That reason is 
psychological. It concerns the heart. 


The modern salesmen knows it by the 
business maxim: First sell the product 
to yourself before you attempt to sell 
it to others. Only then wil! you be able 
to instill into your listeners that what 
you say regarding it yov actually believc. 

The action of the church and its mem- 
bers docs not always meet this test. 
Many ministers annually take vacations 
of from two to three months in length. 
Members of churches excuse themselves 
from attendance at services on excuses 
that are neither here nor there. Such 
actions may appear as mere trifles to 
those within the fold, but it often strikes 
a very different chord in those whom the 
church is attempting to reach. 

It stresses the point that the Word of 
God, to believers themselves, is not al- 
ways to be interpreted as the most im- 
portant thing in life. “If it were,’’ say non- 
church goers, “how can a minister ex- 
cuse himself from his duties for two or 
three months at a time; why do church 
members absent themselves from serv- 
ices with the slight excuse of this day 
and age?” 

Here, indeed, is a morsel of thought 
for reflection. What dominates the 
thought of a people dominates their 
action. If the church, both pulpit and 
pew, does not reflect the importance of 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, not alone on 
Sundays but week-days as well, how can 
they persuade other people to believe 
that that message is the greatest ‘thing 
in the world? 





TEACHERS OF RADICALISM MUST 
BE DRIVEN OUT OF THE TEMPLES 


Manufacturer's Record 

Charges’ recently made before the 
twenty-first annual convention of the 
Civic Federation in New York are of 
such a nature that the churches against 
which they were brought cannot be 
fair to themselves as Christian bodies and 
keep silence. Failure to speak would be 
tantamount to a tacit admission that the 
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socialistic cancer is of greater extent, 
more far-reaching and deadly in its 
hideous power, than the Christian world 
at large believes. 


Everett P. Wheeler, chairman of the 
committee appointed by the Federation 
to investigate radical activities in making 
his report to that body has declared that 
the socialists, communists and other 
subversive elements, have gained a foot- 
hold in the Presbyterian, Episcopal and 
Methodist churches; that indications 
pointed to the same tendency in the 
Roman Catholic church, and that there 
was unmistakable evidence of the activi- 
ties of these elements in such non-sectar- 
ian religious bodies as the Y. W. C. A., 
Y. M. C. A., and even the Red Cross. 


Mr. Wheeler is a lawyer, publicist and 
student; his work on these investigations 
covered ten months, and specific infor- 
mation which he had prepared for the 
executive council of the Federation indi- 
cates, he avers, that not only have the 
churches been penetrated by these radical 
agencies, but that newspapers, schools 
and colleges similarly are affected. 


The obligation upon the churches 
named that they clear their good name 
by replying to these charges is unavoid- 





able. They are made publicly before the 
Civic Federation, a body of high standing, 
and by a man fitted by thought and deed 
to represent such a body. It cannot be 
argued that a man’s political and relig- 
ious faith are distinct entities when that 
man is professionally a preacher of the 
gospel of Christ. Socialism, communism 
and their allied tenets carry with them 
features inherently foreign to the doc- 
trines of the great Teacher of Nazareth, 
Teachers and preachers of these doc- 
trines must no longer be permitted trai- 
torously to fight clothed in the armor of 
righteousness. 


An equal duty is imposed upon the men 
preaching red radicalism in the temples 
of God. If there is within them one shred 
of honesty of purpose, they should cease 
their organized masquerading under 
titles so worded as to create the impres- 
sion that they represent recognized 
branches of the churches of Christ. 


Interchurch federations and church 
leagues for this and for that are not 
truly representative of church denomina- 
tions; nor are they truly church organiza- 
tions at all. They are political, not 
religious; to speak of them or to conduct 
them otherwise is a living lie.

Answer: The fact is assumed rather 
than asserted. The personality of God is 
the archetype of man’s personality, 
hence man is self-conscious, self-directing, 
morally free and accountable to His 
Maker. God’s will is sovereign in all 
things, but this is in accord with the 
fact that man also in his sphere is free to 
will, even in the matter of his own salva- 
tion (John 5:40). Salvation itself is 
wholly of God, but man is free to reject 
it, or under the gracious operations of 
His Spirit, enter into life. 





THE KINGDOM OF HEAVEN

Question: Why is the ‘‘kingdom of 
heaven’ not mentioned in the epistles? 
Does it not belong wholly to millennial 
times? Is it not totally distinct from the 
kingdom of God? 

Answer: The kingdom of heaven 
could not belong wholly to millennial 
times, for it was proclaimed as “‘at hand”’ 
by John the Baptist and by Jesus 
‘hrist. Though now it would appear to 
be in abeyance until millennial times at 
least in its manifested form. 

We ought not to say that the ‘‘king- 
dom of heaven” and the ‘kingdom of 
God” have nothing in common. The 
terms were sometimes used interchange- 
ably in the Gospels (Matt. 11:11, cf. Luke 
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7:28). Even though we place the king- 
dom of heaven in the future it will be a 
form of the kingdom of God in its exten- 
sive sense, the visible kingdom of God 
upon earth. And although the church 
is not the same as the kingdom, yet by 
being members of the Body of Christ we 
also are members of His kingdom (Col. 
1383); 





WERE THE APOSTLES MISTAKEN?

Question: Were the writers of the 
New Testament ever mistaken? For 
example see James 5:8. 

Answer: No, they never were mistak- 
en in what they wrote though this claim 
is being made by certain professors even 
in our orthodox (?) theological semina- 
ries. The particular mistake referred to 
is, ‘‘The Lord is at hand.’”’ Since James 
taught the imminency of our Lord’s 
return and He did not come, therefore 
the professor concludes, James was 
“simply mistaken.” In other words 
James was not inspired when he wrote 
those words. Would it not be more 
modest to inquire as to what James meant 
when he said the Lord is ‘‘at hand’’?

Answer: The lot was a means em- 
ployed among the ancients for the im- 
partial deciding of matters. It was used 
upon important occasions among the Is- 
raelites (Num. 26:55; Lev. 16:8; Josh. 7:- 
14,18). The manner of casting the lot is not 
definitely known. The choice of an 


apostle to succeed Judas was decided by 
casting lots (Acts 1:26), but this, al- 
though recorded in the New Testament 
really belongs to Old Testament times, 
occurring before the outpouring of the 
Holy Spirit. Since He has come, He is 
to be our Guide through the use of 
prayer and the Scriptures instead of the 
lot.

Exposition of the International Lessons 
By P. B. Fitzwater 


May 8 
Rest and Recreation 
Leviticus 23:39-43; Deuteronomy 
5:12-15; Mark 6:31, 32 

Golden Text:—‘'The streets of the city 
shall be full of boys and girls playing in 
the streets thereof.’’—Zechariah 8:5. 

The title of this lesson should be 
“Rest and Worship.” 

i. The Feast of Tabernacles (Lev. 
23:39-43). 

This was the final feast of the series 
which in type covered the great facts of 
redemption. 

i. Date (v. 39). The fifteenth day of 
the seventh month and lasted seven days. 
This time would about correspond to the 
close of our September and the beginning 
of October, and after the harvest had 
been gathered. 

2. Method of Keeping (vv. 40, 42). 
Tiey were to take boughs, and branches, 
and willows, and construct booths. These 
booths were placed on the flat tops of 
houses, on the streets and open places 
of the city, and even in the fields. In 
them the people dwelt for the whole 
week, 

3. The Significance of It (v. 43). (1) 
A memorial of Israel’s dwelling in booths 
in the wilderness (vv. 42,43). This was 
to be kept forever, that succeeding gener- 
ations might know God’s care over His 
own. (2) A “Harvest-Home Thanks- 
giving” (v.39). ‘‘When ye have gathered 
the fruits of the land.’’ This was the 
greatest feast of rejoicing of the whole 
year, therefore more numerous sacrifices 
were offered than at any of the others 
(Num, 29:12-36). (3) It foreshadowed 
“ie final gathering of God’s redeemed 
ones from all nations when Christ comes 
in glory and reigns as King in Jerusalem 
(Zech. 14:16,17). It was a time of great 
rejoicing; for righteousness fills the earth 
as the waters cover the sea. 

II. The Sabbath Day (Deut. 5:12- 
15). 

1. Meaning of the Sabbath (Gen. 
2:2,3; cf. Ex. 20:8-11). According to the 
etymology of the word, ‘“‘Sabbath’’ means 
to desist from exertion—repose. God 
rested when the work of creation was 
done. On the basis of this God has 
established the law of labor and rest. 
This law is not only a memorial of crea- 
tion, but of redemption (Deut. 5:15). 
The Jews were to keep the Sabbath in 
memory of the deliverance from Egyp- 
tian bondage (Ex. 31:15-17). 

2. Obligation to Observance (vv.12- 
15). (1) Kept as a sacred institution 
(v.12). God sanctified it (Gen. 2:3). 
‘‘Sanctify”” means to set apart to God’s 
service; therefore keeping the Sabbath 
meant more than cessation from labor— 
it meant to cease from labor in order to 
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occupy one’s self with God. Its supreme 
signification and obligation was te re- 
member God. (2) No work was to be 
done on the Sabbath (vv.13,14). All 
work was to be done in six days, the 
obligation to such work being made as 
binding as the keeping of the Sabbath 
day. Work is man’s normal condition. 
It was God’s primal thought for man. 
Even before the Fall man was to ‘‘dress 
and keep” the garden. Every effort to 
get away from toil is rebellion against 
God. Work is the psychological solution 
of pauperism, ‘If any man will not work, 
neither shall he eat”’ (2 Thess. 3:10). It 
is a thousand times more gracious to 
provide employment for the suffering 
poor than to make gratuitous gifts to 
them. (3) By whom should the Sab- 
bath be kept (v.14). (a) The head of 
the family, as example for all. (b) The 
children. The children should follow 
the example of the parents in keeping 
the Sabbath. (c) Servants—the maid in 
the kitchen, the servant on the farm, the 
chauffeur in the city. (d) Beasts of 
burden. (e) Thestranger. The foreigner 
who comes to our shores should be obliged 
to keep the Sabbath. Let it be remem- 
bered that whatever this day is called, 
it is the law of God, a law which is as 
old as creation and expresses God's benef- 
icence to His creatures. It should be 
borne in mind that Christians are not 
under obligation to keep the Sabbath 
as law (Col. 2:16,17), and especially as it 
applies to any particular seventh day. 
The first day of the week is the proper 
day for a Christian to observe, as a 
glorious and exalted privilege. He is on 
resurrection ground, therefore above law. 
The keeping of the Sabbath is a matter 
of privilege, and the man who ignores 
this principle of the need of physical 
rest and spiritual refreshment and abuses 
his privilege, inevitably suffers physi- 
cally and spiritually. The man who 
attempts to work seven days out of the 
week soon becomes a spiritual dwarf. 
A true Christian will seek opportunity 
for the refreshing of his spirit by the 
study of God’s Word, attendance upon 
the place of worship, and doing practical 
works of helpfulness. (4) The ground of 
obligation was redemption from bondage 
(v.15), being a commemoration of na- 
tional emancipation, and a forecast of 
rest for those who are set free from the 
penalty and power of sin by the death 
of Christ and the fulness of Sabbath 
blessing in heaven (Heb. 4:9). 


III. Jesus Invited His Disciples to 
Rest (Mark 6:31,32). 


He took them apart to a desert place, 
not primarily for recreation, but that 
they might be free from the crowd to 
have fellowship with Him, that they 


might be prepared for the strenuous 
days which were to follow. It is im- 
proper to make this retirement with 
Jesus a precedent for the going to the 
mountains, seashores, or the secluded 
spots for recreation. 





May 15 
Working with Others 
I Corinthians 12:4-27; John 6:1-14 

Golden Text:—‘‘Ye are the body of 
Christ, and members in particular.” 
—1 Corinthians 12:27. 

This Scripture presents the Church, 
the body of Christ, under the picture of 
the human body. The topic ‘Working 
with Others” can only have application 
to Christians working with each other; 
for it is as members of the body of Christ 
that this relationship and obligation are 
set forth. Every believer is a member 
of Christ’s body. The church is an 
organism, not merely an organization. 
As such it is 

I. One Body (vv. 12-20). 

As a body it has many members, each 
with a definite ministry or function. 
Many members are essential to a body 
or organism. So it is with the Church. 
Each one has his own gift and office. 
The proof of this oneness is that by the 
sovereign act of the Holy Spirit all be- 
lievers are constituted one body (v. 13). 
Since Pentecost, the Holy Spirit takes 
those whom He regenerates, Jews and 
Gentiles, and fuses them into the one 
body of which Christ is Head. There 
is no room for jealousy or discontentment 
among them (vv. 15,16). It would be as 
reasonable for the foot to complain of 
its lot and refuse to function as a foot, 
as for one member of a church to envy 
the place of another. A deacon who is 
such by the appointment of God should 
not complain that he is not a minister. 
The church needs its foot-members, that 
is, those swift to run on its errands; its 
eye-members, those quick to perceive 
opportunities for service; its ear-members, 
those quick to hear the call to duty; its 
tongue-members, who can speek forth 
the message of truth; its hand-members 
to perform its many deeds of kindness. 
Each member of the church has his 
place by the sovereign will of God (v.18). 
No member of the church has his place 
by his own choice; nor does he determine 
his own function, each being determined 
by the Lord. If this were realized there 
would be the most efficient co-operation 
among the members of the church. 

II. The Mutual Dependence of the 
Members of the Body (v. 21). 

As the foot cannot dispense with the 
head, the eye with the hand, etc., so 
in the Church, even the most highly 
gifted are dependent upon those of the 
lower order. Self-conceit and pride are 
much out of place on the part of the 
highest in ability. A sober realization 
of this will do away with selfish pride. 

III. The Least Attractive Members 
May Be the Most Necessary (vv.22, 
23).

Been Adjusted by God (vv. 24, 25). 

So perfectly has this been done that 
if each performs its own function there 
will be harmony in the body. All schism 
in the church is due to failure of each 
member to perform his duty because of 
envy of the position of another. By 
considering Christ the Head, and obeying 
Him, all strife and division in the church 
will be eliminated. 


VY. Members are Sympathetically 
Related (vv. 25-27). 

One member should have the same 
care for the other as for itself. The eye 
has the same concern for the foot as it 
has for itself; so the most eloquent has 
the same solicitude for the humblest 
member as for itself. This is true because 
the suffering of the one member is the 
suffering of the other; the honor of the 
one is the honor of the other; the sorrow 
of the one is the sorrow of the other; the 


prosperity of the one is the prosperity 
of the other; the shame and disgrace of 
the one is the shame and disgrace of the 
other. This is true because there is a 
common life which is derived from and 
directed by its Head, Jesus Christ 
(Eph. 5:23).

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Martha's 
Though Jesus had no 


1. Jesus Welcomed into 
Home (v. 39), 
home of His own, into this home He 
could come at any time and throw off 
the restraints incident to a public min- 
istry. How pleasant it is to enter a 
home where one can feel ‘‘at home.’”’ In 
Martha’s home Jesus was welcomed for 
what He was, not for what He might 
appear to be. This home was His 
special retreat in the last days of His life 
on earth. 

2.Mary Sitting at Jesus’ Feet (v. 39). 
This was Martha’s home, but her sister 
Mary lived with her. Mary had a 
peculiar spiritual insight which prompted 
her to sit at Jesus’ feet and listen to His 
words. The real place to hear Jesus’ 
word is “at His feet.’ Let no one 
imagine that Mary did not render any 
service. 


3. Martha’s Complaint (v. 40). She 
desired to prepare the very best possible 
meal for Jesus. She was mistaken as to 
what pleased Jesus, for He prefers the love 
which concerns itself with Him rather than 
for His own. Because of her failure to 
perceive this she was ‘‘cumbered about 
much serving.”’ Her serving got on her 
nerves; she became distracted. She not 
only found fault with Mary, but even 
censured Jesus for allowing Mary to sit 
at His feet while the dinner was being 
finished. In order to serve Jesus without 
distraction one must first sit at His feet 
and listen to His words. 

4, Jesus’ Reply (vv. 41, 42). (1) He 
rebuked Martha, telling her that she 
was careful and troubled about many 
things. Those who are concerned with 
the Master are anxious for nothing (Phil. 
4:6). The one thing needful for every 
life is to sit at Jesus’ feet. (2) He com- 
mends Mary—‘‘Mary hath chosen that 
good part which shall not be taken away 
from her.’”” Those who choose this good 
part cannot be robbed of it by circum- 
stances, friends, or foes. 

II. Jesus the Obedient Son (Luke 
2:51, 52). 

Although Jesus was conscious of His 
deity and divine mission, He rendered due 
obedience as a faithful son. Since he 
was known as the carpenter’s son (Matt 
13:55), and the carpenter (Mark 6:3), 
it is reasonable to suppose that He 
assisted Joseph in his work as a carpenter, 
and after Joseph’s death He, as the eldest 
son of the family, continued with the 
trade to support the family. Indeed, 
tradition has it that soon after they 
found Him in the temple at the age of 
twelve, Joseph died leaving the care of 
the family upon Him. Asking questions 
of the doctors in the temple was no more 
His divinely appointed work than render- 
ing obedience and being subject to His 
parents. The obedience which He ren- 
dered was a glad and free obedience. He 
did not chafe under the drudgery of the 
commonplace. In this free obedience 
He grew up. 

III. Timothy’s Home Training 
(2 Tim. 3:14, 15). 

This is a picture of a real Christian 
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home. From a child, Timothy was 
taught the Holy Scriptures (v. 15). This 
teaching was not done in the Sunday- 
school, but in the home by his mother 
(2 Tim. 1:5). The Sunday-school can 
never take the place of the home teach- 
ing. Timothy had a godly ancestry. 
His mother had the good sense to fill 
his mind with the Word of God before 
it became pre-occupied with other things. 
The reason this is so important is because 
the Scriptures are God-breathed, and 
able to make one wise. The wisdom 
which is obtained from the Scriptures 
leads to Christ, the only Saviour, in 
whom alone is salvation (Acts 4:12). 
Those who know the Scriptures come to 
know Christ.

Christ Pictures a Real Neighbor 
Luke 10:25-37; Acts 2:44-47 

Golden Text:—‘‘Love worketh no ill 
to his neighbor: love therefore is the 
fulfilment of the law.’—Romans 13:10. 

{. Christ Questioned (Luke 10: 
25-29). 

1, By a certain lawyer (v.25). Hewas 
not a lawyer in the modern sense of that 
tcrm; lawyers. most nearly corresponded 
tc our theological professors. 

2. The Purpose of the Question (v.25). 
It was to tempt Jesus as to whether He 
was really learned in the law; and also 
to entrap Him to show Him to be heter- 
olox. 

3. The Question (v.25). ‘‘What shall 
I do to inherit eternal life?’”’ Though 
a lawyer, his theology was defective. 
lle thought eternal life was to be obtained 
by doing. The very words he used in- 
volve a contradiction. An inheritance 
is not obtained by doing, but by being. 

t. Jesus’ Reply (vv. 26-29). He cited 
him to the law. This is the proper place 
to send one who is expecting to get 
eternal life by doing. The lawyer 
answered well, for supreme love to God 
and love to one’s neighbor as he loves 
himself is the sum total of human obli- 
gation. ‘‘This do, and thou shalt live.’ 
\lan needs God’s enabling grace to love 
at all; so he stood condemned by his 
own conscience. He set out to trap 
Jesus, and now he is caught in a trap 
and in order to justify himself he said to 
Jesus, ‘‘Who is my neighbor?” 

II. Playing the Neighbor (vv. 30- 
37) 

In this story of the Good Samaritan 
the question is shifted so as to make 
clear that the supreme question is not 
“Who is my neighbor?’ but, ‘‘Whose 
neighbor am [?” 

To be a neighbor is 

1. To See Those About Us Who Need 
llelp (v.33). We should be on the look- 
out for those in need of help; and love 
is keen to discern need. 

2. Have Compassion on the Needy (v. 
33). Since Christ is the compassionate 
One, all who have His nature will be 
likewise moved when they see need. 

3. Go to Those in Need (v. 34). The

Psalm 33:12; Proverbs 14:34; Romans 
13:1-10 

Golden Text :—“Righteousness exalteth 
a nation; but sin is a reproach to any 
people.’’—Proverbs 14:34. 

Not ‘Making the Nation Christian,” 
if the Lesson Committee please. Neither 
of the passages chosen for today’s lesson 
have any bearing on the title chosen by 
the committee. However, they do set 
forth some important teachings regarding 
the nation and the teacher should care- 
fully bring out their vital meaning. The 
New Testament nowhere teaches that 
any nation will be made Christian in 
this dispensation; but rather that Christ 
is gathering out from among the nations 
the people who shall constitute His 
church, showing that God’s purpose is 
the salvation of individuals. 

I. ‘‘Blessed Is the Nation Whose 
God Is the Lord”’ (Ps. 33:12). 

This verse shows Israel’s peculiar 
distinction. Israel is the only nation 
in which, in name even, it could be said 
that Jehovah was its God. He called 
this nation into being for a peculiar pur- 
pose. It was not a case where a nation 
chose God, but where God chose a nation 
for His own inheritance. No nation can 
have Israel’s unique place, but the 
nation which today gives God His right- 
ful place in its affairs shall be singularly 
blessed. America has heen signally 
blessed in the times when she acknowl- 
edged God. In the recent awful war 
when the national Congress set aside a 
day of prayer, God heard the cry of His 
people and victory was given to the 
allies.

III. Christian Citizenship (Rom.

The believer in Christ is a citizen as 
well as a church member. Intelligent 
Christians will show loyalty to the State 
as well as to the Church. The failure to 
recognize this has brought Christianity 
into disrepute in many quarters. 

1. The Christian’s Obligation to the 
State (vv. 1-7). 

(1) Obedience to the rulers (vv. 1-4). 
This obligation is upon all Christians. 
The reason this obligation is universal 
is that civil government is ordained of 
God, and the rulers are His representa- 
tives. It is God’s purpose that man 
should live under authority. To refuse 
obedience to civil authority is to resist God. 
Of course, this does not mean that a Chris- 
tian at the behest of the State should do 
that which is morally wrong; just as paren- 
tal authority does not imply that the child 
is under obligation to do that which 
is morally wrong at the command of 
parents; but it does demand submission 
as the law of the believer’s life. This 
is the law of the believer’s life not only 
because God is the source of civil author- 
ity, but because it was ordained for benefi- 
cent ends. The Christian frequently 
has need to call upon rulers for help and 
personal protection (Acts 18:12-17; 19: 
35-415 22:25). 

(2) The spirit of such obedience (v. 5). 
It is to be conscientious, that is, it is to 
‘be regarded not merely as serving a good 
purpose, but morally right. 

(3) The nature of this obedience 
(vv. 6,7). (a) Payment of personal and 
property taxes. The citizens who enjoy 
the benefits of government are morally 
bound to support it. (b) Payment of 
duty upon merchandise and license fees. 
The business exchange between nations 
must be regulated. For such regulations 
expense is incurred, for which benefits the 
citizens should pay. (c) Veneration of 
magistrates—‘‘Fear to whom fear.”’ Those 
who fear God should venerate his repre- 
sentatives, that is, civil rulers. (d) 
‘Honor to whom honor,” that is, honor 
of civil servants because of the ministry 
they perform. 

2. The Christian’s Obligation to His 
Fellow-Citizens (vv. 8-10). This is sum- 


med up in the word ‘‘love.”” Love is a 
perpetual obligation. The only debt that 
is right to owe is that of love. This love 


forbids defrauding in matters of property; 
it forbids going into debt where there is 
no reasonable certainty of being able to 
meet the obligation; it forbids defrauding 
in matters of moral purity. Where there 
is love, adultery cannot be committed; 
it forbids murder; it forbids stealing; it 
forbids coveting; it forbids the working 
of any ill to one’s neighbor.

COLONEL AND THE COM- 
MENTARY

On my return to China in the summer 
of 1916 it was decided that I should take 
up the translation of certain books in the 
Devotional Commentary Series published 
by the Religious Tract Society, London. 
The books selected were three volumes 
on Genesis and three on Romans. by 
Rev. W. H. Griffith Thomas, D. D. 

The first volume on Genesis was 
published sometime during 1919, and 
Mr. Chai, my writer, received ten copies 
as a present from the Chinese Tract 
Society. About that time he was travel- 
ing on the Shanghai-Nanking Railway 
toward Beautiful Soo, one of China’s 
famous cities situated some fifty or so 
miles from Shanghai. In the train he 
met with a Captain Lien, an old friend 
who was in charge of the troops stationed 
at Beautiful Soo. They naturally fell 
into conversation and Mr. Chai, on 
parting, presented this Captain with a 
copy of the new commentary, which was 
the only Christian literature he had with 
him at the time. The Captain of course 
received the book, but not being a Chris- 
tian or in any way interested in Chris- 
tianity, did not read it but took it home, 
placing it on his office table. Soon after 
this, Colonel Chao, stationed at Nanking, 
paid an official visit to Beautiful Soo. 
\VWhen he entered Captain Lien’s office, 
he noticed the commentary on the table 
ind said to him, ‘‘What are you doing 
with that book? Are you a Christian?” 
Captain Lien truthfully said that he 
was neither a Christian nor interested in 
Christianity; and then said how Mr. 
Chai had given it to him on the train. 
Colonel Chao, who was already an en- 
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quirer in connection with one of the mis- 
sions in Nanking, asked if he might have 


the commentary, and Captain Lien 
allowed him to take it away. 
Sometime during the autumn of 1920 


Mr. Chai received a letter from Captain 
Lien, saying that Colonel Chao had 
become a Christian and had been re- 
ceived into one of the churches at Nan- 
king, and that it was through the reading 
of. the commentary on Genesis by Dr. 
Griffith Thomas that he was led finally to 
accept the truth. Mr. Chai was naturally 
glad to hear this news, and I have re- 
produced the story in order that those 
who have been and are still, praying for 
our work may rejoice with him and con- 
tinue to pray for the tracts produced by 
Mr. Chai and sold by the Chinese Tract 
Society, and other like agencies, amount- 
ing to three or four millions during the 
past few years.

Freight 
service is also planned to solicit export 
and import trade; this company also 
contemplates a direct service with Liver- 
pool for the transportation of oranges 
from the orange groves near Jaffa; they 
also plan to buy, sell and repair ships. 
Hebrew will be the official language used 
in the*manegement of this company.

Miss Helen J. Ferrier, a missionary to 
Egypt and also a former student of 
M. B. I., writes of the great need of 
Bible women in Egypt. This is the only 
effective way of reaching the women and 
girls of Egypt for Christ, as the Bible 
women alone can enter homes that are 
not open to the missionaries. 

There is an old custom still adhered to 
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by many Christian Church members 
which Bible women could help them to 
break away from, and that is, that Egyp- 
tian women should not go to church for a 
year or more after a death has occurred in 
the family. 

There are, however, very few Bible wom- 
en available in Egypt due to at least 
four reasons: The dread of an Egyptian 
woman to live any place but her native 
town; the ignorant but ever present ex- 
cuse that it is a shame for a woman to go 
about the streets, even in daytime, 
unattended; and it is a greater shame to 
enter houses of others than her relatives. 





There is now a bill before Congress 
known as the Rainey-Curtis Anti-Dope 
Bill, which has already received the 
approval of the State, Commerce and 
Treasury Departments, also the Inter- 
national Reform Bureau, and which 
prohibits the export of morphine for any 
other than medicinal purposes with an 
adequate proof that it will not be re- 
exported, and that there is an actual 
shortage of, and a demand for, the drug 
for medicinal purposes within the country 
to which the export is consigned. It also 
prohibits the importation of opium or 
cocaine or any salt, derivative or prep- 
aration of opium or cocaine only in such 
amounts of crude opium, coco leaves, or 
other crude narcotics as it is found neces- 
sary by the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Secretary of Commerce in order to 
provide morphine, cocaine or other needed 
medicinal preparations for legitimate 
uses and then may only be imported 
under rules and regulations to be pre- 
scribed by Secretary of the Treasury and 
Secretary of Commerce. 

If this bill is passed, it will not only 
protect China and other foreign coun- 
tries from morphine -smugglers, but our 
own country against dope peddlers. 





The horrible custom among African 
tribes of carrying the dying to the bush 
to await their end, to be devoured alive, 
most likely by the hyenas, is due to the 
belief that it is the worst misfortune to 
have a person die within the precincts of 
a home or village. 

The following is from a missionary of 
the Africa Inland Mission:— 

“The missionary doctor went by Ki- 
mani Thuo’s village about 3 p. m. and 
there was a sick woman in the village, but 
the people did not call the doctor. Soon 
after he passed they took the sick woman 
to the bush to die. Mucina, teacher at 
Naro outstation which is nearby, heard 
about the woman and went to see if he 
could do anything. The woman’s hus- 
band died sometime before and an- 
other man had inherited her. This 
man was with the woman in the bush 
and Mucina tried to get him to take 
the woman back to the village for 
she did not seem to be very ill. The man 
refused, so Mucina stayed with them 
until about eight o’clock and saw that the 
man built a fire. The man promised to 
stay there and keep the fire going, as 
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the people usually do, so Mucina went 
home. Sometime in the night Mucina 
heard hyenas yelling and thought of the 
woman, but knew that no harm would 
come to her if the man was with her. 
In the morning he went to see the woman 
but he only found a few bones—the man 
had gone and left her alone! He did not 
like the woman so he took the illness for 
an excuse to get rid of her.”

PETER’S SERMON AT PENTECOST 
Acts 2:1-41 


I. The Apology, vv. 14-21. 


1. Not Drunk with Wine. 

2. Filled with the Spirit. This he 
declared to be that which Joel predicted 
(Joel 2:28-32)—that before the Messianic 
judgment there-would be an outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit and the salvation of 
all who call upon the name of the Lord. 
The behavior of the disciples under the 
influence of the Spirit was a sign that 
the prophecy was being fulfilled, yet 
all who call upon the name of the Lord 
would be saved from the judgment 
which impended.

Death and Resurrection (vv. 25-31). 

The Messiah was to die and rise 
again according to the Old Testament 
(Ps. 16:8-10). Therefore Jesus is the 
Messiah, the Lord, upon whom they 
were to call. The disciples were witnesses 
of His resurrection (v. 32). 

3. Jesus Ascended on High to be at 
the Right Hand of God. Messiah was 
to thus ascend (v. 32). Therefore, 
Jesus is the Messiah (vv. 34, 35). His 
ascension was testified to by the coming 
of the Spirit at Pentecost. The con- 
clusion is, that Jesus is the Lord and 
Christ, of whom Joel prophesied (v. 36), 
and that the Jews are guilty of an un- 
paralleled crime in crucifying Him.

It is absolutely necessary to distinguish 
between Christ’s first and second coming.

I tell 
you when the Messiah comes He is to 
sit on His father David’s throne and rule 
this earth, and then you are going to be 
ashamed that you did not wait until He 
came.’ 

“T said, ‘You have got the cart before 
the horse. You do not rightly divide 
the Scriptures. Jesus Christ is coming 
again, my friend, and He is prophesied 
in your Scriptures to come again. When 
He does come again He is not coming in 
a manger. That is the reason you de- 
spised Him. You say that I am not 
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this, but since I did not, I will accept 
Him now.”’ Then the Jews are going to 
be restored, and then the great world- 
wide evangelistic sweep will begin.’ ’’—

fo announce the publication of this 
work as an event of vast importance in 
the world of religious literature is not 
going beyond the mark. Thirteen years 
were given to the preparation for this 
great work, and the results show that they 
were years of accomplishment rarely 
realized. The great work of Professor 
Smith, In the Days of His Flesh, has been 
for years most heartily received, and as 
this work is much more massive and on a 
plan as interesting and informing, it will 
be received with possibly greater enthus- 
lasm, 

The work is not a life in the ordinary 
sense; it is that, but much more. It isa 
commentary on the writings of Paul, and 
in that respect, the author had more 
material for study than in the life of 
Jesus Christ. Some of the most inter- 
esting features of the work are the 
translations of the epistles into English, 
and these are worthy to be compared, 
not only with the translations with which 
the ordinary readers of the Authorized 
aud Revised Versions are familiar, but 
with any of the several translations that 
have been made by individuals, and 
accepted by some as superior to either of 
the great versions named. While the au- 
thor has an imagination that has helped 
him to make his writing most interest- 
ing, he does not use it to abuse. In the 
unusually strong account of the closing 
ministry and martyrdom of Paul the 
imagination was used somewhat, but 
dependable tradition supports much of it

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MISS CARY’S) RESIGNATION 
By the Dean 

It will be a surprise and disappoint- 
ment to the alumni as well as the present 
students of the Moody Bible Institute, to 
learn that Miss Cary has resigned the of- 
fice of Superintendent of Women which 
she has honored for the past thirteen 
years, prior to which time she had served 
as Assistant Superintendent for ten years. 

It had been hoped and expected that 
she would not release the reins of author- 
ity and the direction of the great work 
to which she has devoted the best part 
of her life, until the Lord called her home 
to glory. But the burden has been grow- 
ing heavier with the years notwithstand- 
ing all the help that an appreciative 
Board of Trustees has been glad to give 
her, until now it seems imperative for her 
to take a prolonged rest. 

The Institute would have selected our 
capable Assistant Superintendent for so 
many years, Miss Harriet M. Strong, to 
succeed Miss Cary if her health had per- 
mitted, and her tastes and inclination 
had been in that direction, but such is not 
the case, and therefore the choice has 
fallen upon Mrs. Lena M. Ragsdale, 
dean of Queen’s College, Charlotte, N. C. 
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Mrs. Ragsdale will be on the ground 
in June, but Miss Cary’s resignation does 
not take effect until November, so that 
her successor will have the advantage 
of her presence and counsel for some 
months before assuming full responsi- 
bility. Happily also, Miss Strong and 
Miss Edna Gray Johnson remain as 
Assistant Superintendents, and Miss 
Blimmer as Assistant to the Superin- 
tendent, so that the work of the office 
will not be seriously impaired. 

Mrs. Ragsdale is a native of Tennes- 
see, whose preparatory education was 
obtained at Science Hill, Shelbyville, 
Ky., and her A. B. degree from Welles- 
ley College, Massachusetts. She then 
began teaching, first at Hamilton College, 
and later at Kentucky University, Lex- 
ington, Ky. 

After a brief married life, and follow- 
ing the death of her husband and her 
father, Mr. R. D. Mosely, of Clarksville, 
Tenn., she returned to the field of educa-

tion, accepting her present position as 
dean of Queen’s College, one of the oldest 
of the colleges for women in the United 
States, and one of the most beloved in 
the South. Here she has been successful 
both as teacher and administrator, and 
resigns only from a desire to be more in- 
timately associated with definite Chris- 
tian work. 

Mrs. Ragsdale grew up in the Meth- 
odist Church but more recently joined 
the Presbyterian, and is now a member 
of the Second Presbyterian Church of 
Charlotte. Her sympathy with the work 
and doctrinal attitude of the Institute is 
shown in that she spent two summers 
within its walls as a special student, just 
to get its Bible instruction and the ben- 
efit of its spiritual life. 

Many letters have been received by us 
commendatory of Mrs. Ragsdale from 
pastors, educators, and professional and 
business people. From a lawyer of 
Clarksville, we quote the following: 

“T have known Mrs. Ragsdale well 


since her childhood. Her father, the late 
R. D. Mosely, was one of the most pop- 
ular men in our county, and had splendid 
business qualifications. 

**T am of the opinion that Mrs. Rags- 
dale, in a marked degree, inherited from 
him many of her fine business and ex- 
ecutive characteristics. She is well ed- 
ucated, and I believe that in her strong 
character sympathy and firmness are 
well balanced. She has been a devout 
Christian and church member since early 
life, and her influence among her asso- 
ciates has always been of the very best. 
Unlike most girls who are reared among 
comfortable circumstances, having a com- 
petence, Mrs. Ragsdale has devoted her 
life along religious and educational lines.”’ 

The Superintendent-elect earnestly so- 
licits the prayers of the students and all 
others interested in the Institute that 
she may come to her new task endued 
by the Holy Spirit for its responsibilities. 
We will heartily welcome her, while at 
the same time trusting that when Miss 
Cary’s strength has entirely returned, the 
Institute may have another field of serv- 
ice for her where her unusual talents and 
consecration may continue to be utilized 
for its benefit.

DR. J. FRANK NORRIS AT THE 
INSTITUTE 


Rev. J. Frank Norris, D. D., pastor, 
First Baptist Church, Ft. Worth, Tex., 
visited the Institute Wednesday, March 
30, accompanied by Mr. Arthur W. Mc- 
Kee, '13, who has been associated with 
him the past year as soloist and choir 
director. 

Dr. Norris addressed the student body 
at Dr. Gray’s Bible Synthesis hour, and 
Mr. McKee spoke and sang at the Gen- 
eral Chorus hour. 

“T have always been a lover of, and 
believer in The Moody Bible Institute,” 
said Dr. Norris, ‘‘and whenever I need a 
helper always try to get somebody from 
the Institute. I advise young people 
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to come here for their training, and the 
superintendent of our Sunday-school is 
coming before long to take a course. 

“Four years ago at a conference in 
Dallas, Dr. Gray said to me, ‘Young man, 
I want to have a talk with you.’ He 
asked me to see him for an hour at his 
room in the hotel. I did so, and I want 
to say that what Dr. Gray said to me 
in that hour had a remarkable effect on 
my life.”’ 

Taking for his text, ‘“‘Tarry ye at Je- 
rusalem until ye be endued with power 
from on high,” Dr. Norris said, in part: 

“In these times we put the word 
“hurry” in place of “‘tarry.’’ One of 
Satan’s shrewdest temptatiohs is to pre- 
vent our knowing the meaning of that 
word “tarry.” 

“We find in the Scriptures that every 
man God used, that’s the first thing he 
did. Before Joseph could be used there 
were the years of waiting. Moses thought 
he should be used at forty, but not until 
he had spent other forty years in the wil- 
derness did God call him. 

“There are no exceptions. God’s 
men must first ‘tarry.’ Elijah spent 
three years at the brook Cherith, with 
God, in preparation for the one-day re- 
vival on Mt. Carmel. When Paul had 
received his wonderful revelation of the 
risen Christ on the road to Damascus, 
he did not go at once into active service, 
but spent three years, conferring not with 
flesh and blood, but with God in the 
desert. 

“Too many Christian workers almost 
succeed at the task God has given them. 
God needs men and women who not 
almost, but altogether, can put the thing 
across for Him. 

““*Tarry ye at Jerusalem until.’ Don’t 
be in a hurry. Connection with the lim- 
itless reservoir of God’s power is made by 
faith and surrender. The measure of a 
church’s power is the difference between 
that church and the world. You can have 
a reserve of prayer just as you have a re- 
serve of money in your bank account. 
Obedience is the word that puts us in 
right relation to God. If God works on 
my heart for some one, it is certain that 
He will work on the heart of that one also. 

‘Read the Scriptures! Read the Scrip- 
tures!! Read the Scriptures!!! The gates 
of hell will come off their hinges if you 
have the Word of God in your heart.’’

to the wicked that believe not this gospel. 

Ic offers eternal salvation, glorious 
beyond conception, to all who accept it, 
and ‘hreatens eternal damnation, terrible 
ever to demons, to those who reject it. 

Tie most irresistible man of our time 
is the one delivering the gospel message 
in full belief of its power. The most 
dras‘ic, dynamic literature extant is the 
gospel in print. 

\.idressed to rational creatures, its 
wisiom so far transcends man’s wisdom 
that he mistakes it for foolishness. It 
invokes man’s reason against himself to 
show him his need of salvation; but for 
him to reason with the gospel itself is 
most disastrous, as when a soldier rea- 
sons why he should come to attention. 

The gospel reveals man as he is, the 
vilest of criminals, under a condemnation 
the fullest and awfulest imaginable, and 
offers to transform him into a saint, 
holy and beloved of God, on the easiest 
and simplest terms that could possibly be 
made. 

‘There is no period in the life of any man 
when the preaching of the gospel should 
not be good news to him. 

‘Yo the sinner facing eternal death, the 
wages of sin, the gospel is the good news 

the gift of eternal life through Jesus 
C . ist. 

to the carnal believer, paralyzed in the 
gri}) of the world, the flesh, and the Devil, 
it is the good news of a victorious life by 
the Holy Ghost and in the power of the 
Name. 

lo the holy man of God, weary of a 
world of sin and of a body in humiliation, 
it is the good news of the redemption of 
that body and separation unto God 
Himself from the very presence of sin. 

{he gospel recognizes no class of men, 
rich or poor, ignorant or learned, and 
distinguishes no race, however degraded 
or however enlightened. 

it admits no peculiar place of wood or 
stone to be the ‘‘house of God.” 

it sanctifies no day of the week above 
any other, nor observes times nor seasons. 

!t tolerates in its recipients no law writ- 
ten on tables of stone; it does not warn 
them of impending judgment. 

No democracy of man ever dared to 
give the liberty it freely gives; nor yet 
cn any absolute monarch stand in com- 
parison with the authority that it de- 
mands. For the beginning and end of 
the gospel is Christ, who of God is made 
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unto us wisdom, and righteousness, and 
sanctification and redemption. 

To preach this gospel is the commission 
of the Church. From the beginning it 
has been propagated in two ways, by 
word of mouth and by the printed page. 
And just as there is no excuse for not 
believing the gospel, so there is none why 
a believer should not or may not publish 
it widely. A timid child or an humble 
workman who gives out a gospel tract 
and a word of testimony is a greater 
preacher of it than some ecclesiastic who 
discourses learnedly on theories of life 
or the passing philosophies of the day. 

In fact, with what measure we fail to 
witness to, and declare this gospel by 
word of mouth and printed page, in like 
measure we have the form of godliness 
but deny the power thereof. 

Wherefore said Paul, “I am _ not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth.”
